BELGIAN KING TO VISIT LONDON 
ON ‘IMPORTANT MISSION’ 


Leopold Leaves Cabinet Crisis Dan- 
gling to Go to England 
Tuesday.

LONDON, Nov. 13. — Great Brit- 
ain today prepared a state recep- 
tion for King Leopold of the Bel- 
gians, who will arrive Tuesday on 
what was described as a “very im- 
portant” mission. : 

Leopold considered his mission so 
urgent it could not be postponed, 
although the settlement of a Cab- 
inet crisis must await his return. 
He will be the first foreign mon- 
arch to pay a state visit to Great 
Britain since the accession of 


George VI.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Fron- 
tier, Nov. 13.—Insurgents reported 
tonight Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s troops had repulsed re- 
newed Government attacks in the 
Sabinanigo sector of the Northern 
Aragon front. 

The Government militiamen were 
forced to abanaon 500 dead and 
1000 wounded on the battlefield in 
the latest engagement on the dead- 
locked front. Their warplanes and 
artillery bombarded insurgent con- 
centrations along the entire Aragon 
front in an effort to delay the 
planned insurgent drive to cut Cata- 
lonia from the rest of Government 
Spain. 

A Government communique from 
Madrid said its troops had captured 
positions at Campo Corono and 
Cuesta del Batanero, in Upper Ara- 
gon, where there are heavy insur- 
gent concentrations. 

Government planes bombed ene- 
my concentrations at Teruel, Cala- 
tayud, Moline de Aragon and at 
Pamplona, where, insurgent head- 
quarters reported, more than 100 
were killed. 

Government reports nmbinimized 
insurgent warplane attacks on Bar- 
celona—the temporary capital—at 
Tarragona, and at Lerida and 
Azaila, in the interior near Zara- 
goza. The planes were driven off, 
the report said. 


President Azano Visits Front Line 
Trenches at Madrid. 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Nov. 13. — President 
Manue] Azana, after an all-day 
visit to the front line trenches 
and the ruined quarters of Madrid, 
said in a broadcast addteas tonight 
that he was confident Government 
forces would be victorious in the 
Spanish Civil War. 

He said public sentiment in Spain 
had changed completely since the 
beginning of the war and that the 
Government and its military forces 
were stronger than at any time 
since the conflict started. 

q ce in our cause and 
in the futdfe is increased after a 
day in Madrid,” he said. 

Today's visit to the capital was 
the President’s second since the 
Government moved a year ago. He 
was accompanied by Premier Juan 
Negrin and Indalecio Prieto, Min- 
ister of National Defense. 

“In war time,” he declared, “there 
is only one problem—a military one. 
We have required almost a full year 
to realize this strong army and 
Government, but now we have a 
Government whose authority is un- 
questioned and which has re-estab- 
lished order throughout loyalist 
Spain.” 

Taking exception to reports he 
said were circulated abroad by 
Spain’s enemies that Madrid was 
saved last year by foreign troops, 
President Azana asserted: 

“Madrid was defended by our 
own children, all determined to die 
rather than fall to the code of tyr- 
anny. The suggestion that a big 
foreign army kept the city from sur- 
rendering is an invention meant to 
discredit this city’s defenders. There 
Was no army then. There is now 
and it is a real army.” 


QUENTIN ROOSEVELT PLANE 
RELIC ON NAMESAKE GUNBOAT 


Cylinder of Engine Placed in Offi- 
cers’ Mess of French 
Vessel,

LE HAVRE, France, Nov. 13. — 
A remnant of the airplane in which 
Quentin Roosevelt crashed to his 
death July 14, 1918, in the World 
War was placed aboard the French 
gunboat Quentin Roosevelt today 
with a memorial service. Roosevelt, 
a son of Theodore Roosevelt, 
twenty-sixth President of the United 
States, was an ace of the Lafayette 
Squadron. 

One cylinder of the airplane’s en- 
gine, which had been in a museum 
at Chateau Thierry, was taken to 
the warship at the suggestion of 
French friends. It was placed in 
the officers’ mess under a photo- 
graph of the flyer.

NAVY GETS READY 10 BUILD

Construction Plans Being Prepared, 
Annual Report of Rear Admiral 
Du Rose Discloses.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. — Rear 
Admiral William G. du Bose dis- 
closed today the Navy is making 
plans for warship construction be- 
yond the present program.

REJECTS MOST OF 
UNIONS DEMANDS 


Proposed New Agreement 
With C IO Affiliate Spe- 
cifically Bars Unauthor- 
ized Strikes. 


DECISION NOW UP 
TO WORKERS’ LOCALS 


If.U. A. W. Turns Down 
Offer, Former Contract 
Signed on March 14, 
Will Remain in Effect. 


‘By the Associated Press.. 
DETROIT, Nov. 13.—A pgoposed 
new agreement between General 


Motors Corporation and the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
authoritative sources said today, re- 
jects virtually every major union 
demand. The agreement, which 
would supplant that now in effect 
which ended the 43-day strike in 
General Motors plants last winter, 
was presented to delegates’ from 
all General Motors locals of the 
United Automobile Workers at a 
special meeting here today. 

Should the delegates reject the 
proposed agreement, the former 
contract, signed March 14, would 
remain in effect. The original 
agreement can be terminated only 
on 60 days’ notice and neither side 
has yet given such notice. A re- 
jection of the new contract was ex- 
pected in circles close to the union, 
although no official statement has 
been made. 

Demands Rejected. 

Among the demands refused by 
General Motors were: A blanket 
wage increase of at least 10 cents 
an hour; recognition of the shop 
steward system; annual vacations 
with pay; a seven-hour day and 35- 

week; and additions 
feniority clauses and modifica- 
tion of the terms of notification to 
change or terminate or supplement 
the agreement. 

The proposed new agreement 
leaves the question of wages up to 
local managements, subject to ap- 
peal through the regular grievance 
machinery. Provisions are retained 
which prohibit union from solicit- 
ing members or collecting dues on 
company property. The corporation 
agrees not to interfere with the 
union in its legitimate activities, 
or to discriminate against union 
members. 

Bars Outlaw Strikes. 

A section of the new agreement 
dealing with outlaw strikes, of 
which General Motors asserts there 
have been more than 200 since the 
original agreement was _ signed, 
reads: 

“The union recognizes and agrees 
that unauthorized strikes, stoppages 
of work, and deliberate reduction 
in rate of production below stand- 
ards established under the agree- 
ment, before all steps set forth in 
the grievance procedure have been 
complied with, are indefensible and 
for a violation of this provision by 
the union, its officers or members, 
the company will discharge or 
otherwise discipline the employe or 
employes known to be or found 
guilty thereof, and the union shall 
take effective disciplinary action 
against the member or members of 
the union responsible therefor. 

“Non-compliance on the part of 
the union with the above provisions 
shall be deemed a breach of the 
agreement and a just cause for im- 
mediate suspension or cancelation 
thereof by the company.” 

Ford Campaign Tomorrow. 

Plans for organizing employes of 
the Ford Motor Co., were dis- 
cussed today at a conference here 
between Homer Martin, president 
of the United Automobile Workers 
and 70 delegates from Ford locals 
of the union, 

Richard T. Frankensteen, assist- 
ant international president, is in 
charge of Ford activities, an- 
nounced that the Committee for 
Industrial Organization had formed 
an advisory c@Ommittee to aid in 
the campaign to organize Ford 
plants. 

Its members are John L. Lewis, 
head of the C I O; Philip Murray, 
chairman of the Steel Workers’ Or- 
ganizing Committee; John Brophy, 
C I O director; Adolph Germer, 
C I O regional director; David Du- 
binsky, president of the Ladies’ 
Garment Workers; Zymund Dobr- 
zynski, Detroit U A W A regional 
director of Ford organization, Mar- 
tin and Frankensteen. Two other 
representatives of the international 
union will be added to the com- 
mittee, Frankensteen says. 

The meeting arranged for six of- 
fices in the Detroit area, with 30 
organizers, to begin the campaign 
to organize Ford workers: Monday. 
Frankensteen announced that oth- 
er organizers would work in the 38 
other Ford plants outside the De- 
troit section. ,

GIRL, ESCORT FORGED 
T0 AID STORE ROBBER 


At Pistol Point, They Drive 
Him to Shop, Then to St. 
Charles Where He Steals Car. 


Miss Marguerite Lodderhose, 18 
years old, and her escort, Joe Du- 
Mont, 20, were forced by a man 
with a revolver to accompany him 
while he held up a drug store at 
4200 St. Louis avenue last evening, 


and then to take him in DuMont’s 
automobile to St. Charles. There, 
he made them get out and drove 
away alone, after robbing DuMont 
of $6. 

The two back from the football 
game at Washington University, 
where DuMont is a student, were 
seated in his automobile in front 
of Miss Lodderhose’s home at 4141A 
Maffitt avenue when accosted by 
the robber. 

“He asked me to direct him to an 
address on Maffitt avenue,” Du- 
Mont said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter; “and then, as I was telling 
him, he pulled the revolver from 
his pocket and pointed it at us. He 
said, ‘Listen, buddy, this is a stick- 

Makes Them Go to Store. 

“He got into the back seat and 
told me to drive to the drug store. 
Then he said, ‘I want you to go in 
with me and make believe you're 
going to buy something.’” 

Inside the store, the man pointed 
the pistol at a clerk and two cus- 
tomers, @ man and a woman, and 
looted two cash registers of $25. 
He then ordered DuMont and Miss 
Lodderhose back to the automobile 
and to drive away, telling DuMont 
that he would give directions when 
they came to intersections. 

As they headed toward St. 
Charles, DuMont asked where they 
were going, but the mane said, 
“Never mind,” and added, “Drive 
as fast as you can but don’t break 
the speed limit.” A man about 35 
years old, of dark complexion and 
speaking with a slight lisp, he was 
polite and at times appeared to de- 
liberately check himself from be- 
coming too friendly, DuMont said. 

From Jail or Asylum. 

“He kept repeating, ‘Drive natu- 
ral,’” DuMont told the reporter. 
“Once he said confidentially, ‘T 
just got out of the asylum six 
months ago,’ but then said, ‘Well, 
it wasn’t the asylum; it was a jail.’ 

“Just west of St. Charles he gave 
me a dollar and told me to stop 
at a filling station and buy five gal- 
lons of gasoline. After we left 
there, he had me drive about a 
mile down a side road. Then he 
took my $6, put us out of the car 
and drove away, after asking me 
how to handle the machine. 

“He also went through Miss Lod- 
derhose’s purse, he didn’t bother 
with the change. He told her to 
take off her gloves and when he 
saw she was wearing a ring he 
asked her if it was valuable. She 
said it wasn’t, so he let her keep 
” 

The clerk at the drug store, Wil- 
lian de Young, said he had served 
the robber a milk shake in the 
store about 15 minutes before the 
holdup. The man chatted while he 
was sipping the drink, De Young 
said, becoming so friendly that 
when the man returned to'the store 
De Young greeted him affably be- 
fore seeing his revolver. 

It was evident to those in the 
store that Miss Lodderhose and Du 
Mont were unwilling companions of 
the robber; the young woman was 
frightened and maintained compe- 
sure with difficulty, they said. Du

FRANCE TO PAY $200,000,000 
DEBT TO BRITISH BANKERS 


Nation’s Financial Position Better; 
10-Month Loan Was for 
Railroads.

PARIS, Nov. 13—Finance Min- 
ister Georges Bonnet announced to- 
night that improvement in the Gov- 
ernment’s financial position per- 
mitted payment of £40,000,000 (near- 
ly $200,000,000) due London bank- 
ers between Dec. 12-26 in complete 
settlement of a loan to French rail- 
roads. 


“Payment will be made ag pro- 

ed by the terms of the loan,” he 
said. The loan, announced Jan. 29, 
was for 10 months, with 3% per 
cent interest. 

Bonret’s announcement followed 
other signs of improvement in 
French finances under the “easy 
money” policy of the Government 
of Premier Camille Chautemps, 
which included lowering of the 
Bank of France’s. . discount rate 
from 3% to 3 per cent yesterday.

AMERICAN, 12 OTHERS 
KILLED BY TORPEDO 


Maker of Supplies for China 
Blown Up by Accident, 
Shanghai Inquiry Reports.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 13.—C. M. Rob- 
ertson, Philadelphia mechanical] ex- 
pert, and 12 Chinese associates, 
missing since Nov. 4, were killed 
when a torpedo on Which the Amer- 
ican had been experimenting was 
discharged accidentally in a two- 
story Chinese house in Pootung, 
Shanghai suburb, according to rep- 


resentatives of the American Con- 
sulate-General .who visited the 
scene of the explosion today.. 
- The. investigating party; com- 
posed of F. R. Engdahl, American 
Consul; Lieut. C. R. Phelan of the 
American cruiser Augusta; R:. O. 
Scott; American undertaker, and 8. 
Majima of the Japanese Embassy, 
reported that the torpedo explosion 
had wrecked the house and made 
a crater 10 feet in diameter and 
six feet deep. 

The consular investigators were 
satisfied that Robertson, who was 
known to have been directing man- 
ufacture of submarine and land 
mines for the Chinese with which 
to attack the Japanese flagship 
Idzumo, was dead, but they were 
awaiting the results of digging into 
the wreckage to prove his death. 

The investigation indicated that 
the explosion was accidental, al- 
though Japanese planes were bomb- 
ing Pootung on the day it took 
place. The explosion did $300,000 
damage to the building of the Brit- 
ish-American Tobacco Co., next 
door, but all foreign executives and 
Chinese employes of the company 
had departed three hours previous- 
ly. 

Robertson, whose wife is em- 
ployed here as a radio broadcaster, 
first came to China 20 years ago. 
He was once associated with Mar- 
shal Wu Pei-fu, retired war lord, 
for whom he designed armored cars 
and other mechanical military 
equipment. He came to Shanghai 
in 1927 and was associated with an 
eutomobile company specializing in 
military cars.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 13—The Japae 
nese advance swept 30 miles west 
of Shanghai today in pursuit of 
Chinese troops retreating to their 
defense line, 50 miles west of the 
city. A Japanese spokesman an- 
nounced that the vanguard of the 
center column was approaching 
the outskirts of Kunshan, its im- 
mediate objective 20 miles east of 
Soochow. F 

The Japanese front, which yester- 
day was a great arc, quickly 
changed tonight into a snaky line 
from Kiating, 18 miles Northwest 
of Shanghai, through Kunshan, to 
Kashan, 40 miles southwest of 
Shanghai. The spokesman said the 
Northern and Southern columns 
were p westward. after oe 
cupation of ting and : 

Civilians Trapped in Soochow. 

More than 200,000 Chinese civi- 
lians were trapped by disrupted 
transportation in Soochow tonight, 
unable to heed a Japanese ultima- 
tum to evacuate the city, which is 
in the path of their advance. 

A Japanese spokesman  an- 
nounced Soochow and the 
neighboring city of Wusih would 
be bombed because of their “indus- 
trial areas in which Chinése mili- 
tary supplies are manufactured.” 
Leaflets from Japanese warplanes 
aa the populace to flee by mid-

United States Consul General 
Clarence E. Gauss, in Shanghai, 
was negotiating with Japanese of- 
ficials to establish a safety zone at 
Soochow, known to Chinese for 2000 
years as “Paradise Under Heaven.” 
Gauss was acting at the request of 
Ambassador Nelson Johnson to 
whom American missionaries had 
appealed for help. 

Reports to Shanghai, however, 
said that all foreigners as well as 
wealthier Chinese had evacuated 
the city, which is one of China’s 
cultural centers. 

Whangpoo Barrier Destroyed. 

The Chinese boom across the up- 
per Whangpoo River was destroyed 
today and a Japanese gunboat 
made an exploratory voyage that 
indicated Japan was preparing to 
use the stream to supply its forces 
advancing westward. Japanese of- 
ficially announced they intended to 
use Soochow creek to transport 
supplies through the International 
Settlement. 

Foreign defense officers recog- 
nized the creek as an open water- 
way although British officials had 
prevented armed Japanese launches 
from going up the creek before the 
Chinese withdrew from its North- 
ern bank. 

With the war beyond Shanghai, 
the Municipal Council started a 
campaign against food horders and 
profiteers who had attempted to 
ca’ner the rice and flour market, 
The Council supplied retail] stores 
from its own rice stocks, fixing a 
uniform price and allowing each 
buyer only one dollar’s worth at a 
time.

VARGAS DECLARES} 


Foreign Policy Not Changed 
—Will Seek to Further 
Develop Friendly Rela- 
tions With U. S. 


COFFEE EXPORT 
TAX REDUCED 


Requirement on Pu:zchase 
of Export Bills Also Lift- 
ed—New Debt Payment 
Plan to Be Sought. 


By the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 13. — 
President Getulio Vargas said to- 
night that under his new govern- 
ment Brazil would strive for fur- 
ther development of “the tradition- 
ally friendly relations with the 
United States.” 

He said that Brazil’s foreign pol- 
icy had not beén changed by the 
promulgation of a new constitu- 
tion three days ago and that all 
treaties would be respected. 

He told foreign correspondents 
the new constitution was neither 
“Fascist nor Integralist,” and said 
Brazil was not likely to adhere to 
the anti-Comintern pact signed last 
week by Germany, Italy and Japan. 

He added, however, that “there 
is not the slightest doubt that the 
new regime gives battle without 
quarter to the Communist threat, 
both in doctrine and by force.” 

“Brazil's foreign policy is primar- 
fly American,” he asserted, “and 
only secondarily European. Brazil 
tries not to entangle itself in oth- 


er continents. 


“We will continue to co-operate 
in a friendship with the United 
States, which is strengthened by 
the good neighbor policy predicated 
by President Roosevelt, whom we 
regard as one of the greatest 
statesmen of modern times and a 
great citizen of all America.” 

Decrees New Trade Policies. 

’ Vargas disclosed that important 
new trade policies were effected by 
decree signed by him tonight after 
a Cabinet meeting. On of these 
‘was a reduction of the export tax on 
coffee from 45 to 12 milraes (from

Another was abolition of the reg- 
ulation under which 35 per cent of 
export bill requirements must be 
bought from the Bank of Brazil at 
the official] exchange rate. 

Intimating how intimately his 
measure was conn with the 
foreign debt, Vargas explained the 
temporary suspension on payments 
of obligations abroad, saying: 

“The drop in prices, particularly 
cotton and coffee—our two largest 
exportse—makes it impossible to 
burden the exporter with regulation 
of 35 per cent of exchange. Inas- 
much as this 35 per cent is the 
wherewithal for payments on for- 
eign debts we must revise the 
scheme of payments so as to pay 
only what we can within our bal- 
ance of trade.” 

Seeks New Debt Payment Plan. 

He said “special consideration” 
would be given United States hold- 
ers of Brazilian Government bonds 
on which payments haye been sus- 
pended temporarily. 

Negotiations on a new debt pay- 
ment scheme, he said, would be 
launched immediately with the na- 
tions concerned—the United States, 
Great Britain, France and the Neth- 
erlands. 

Discussing his new commercial 
policies, he said: “We favor free- 
dom of trade, as shown by our new 
coffee policy, which is decisively 
guided by freedom of trade. Again, 
freedom of trade is one of the 
fundamentals in the commercial 
treaty between Brazil and _ the 
United States.”

The declaration referred to “the 
enormous number” of Japanese 
troops in China, to the declared ob- 
jective of Japan “to destroy’ the 
will and ability of China to resist” 
ar. to the refusal of Japan to dis- 
cuss the dispute in accordance with 
the nine-Power treaty. 

It concluded that there is no 
ground for a belief that Japan and 
China by themselves would arrive 
at any solution promising peace 
and security for other countries 
and political and economic stability 
in the Far East. 

The original draft of the declara- 
tion asserted the war was a viola- 
tion of the nine-Power pact and the 
Kellog-Briand pact, outlawing war 
as an instrument of national) policy. 
Japan is one of the signatories of 
both. 

The document rejected Japan’s 
assertion that it was preventing 
the spread of Communism in 
China: 

“There exists no warrant in law 
for the use by a country of armed 
force for the purpose of combat- 
ting in another country the spread 
of a political doctrine, and the log- 
ical conclusion of any general as- 
sumption of such a right would 
be international anarchy.” 

Davis said in a speech there 
were “compelling reasons” for Jap- 
anese co-operation. 

Both Anthony Eden, British For- 
eign Secretary, and Yvon Delbos, 
French Foreign Minister, supported 
Davis’ stand. Eden declared ob-

French Say British Have

PARIS, Nov. 13.—Great Britain's 
attempt to ease the European situ- 
ation through improved relations 
with Germany and Italy was given 
the full support of the French Gov- 
ernment today. 

The Foreign Office disclosed that 
it had approved the project after 
Britain promised to consult France 


before making any agreement. 

French officials said they had 
been assured the visit of Lord Hal- 
ifax, Lord President of the Coun- 
cil, to Berlin next week was only 
to get the views of Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler and collect first-hand 
information for possible future ne- 
gotiations. 

The same purpose was said to 
be behind British-Italian diplomatic 
moves, 

“The situation in Europe now is 
so difficult that no stone must be 
left unturned in the search for 
peace,” a Foreign Office spokes- 
man said. 

“If Britain can come to an agree- 
ment with Italy and Germany that 
will insure peace, we are all for it.” 

The spokesman asserted that it 
was understood between France 
and Britain that the interests of 
their countries must be safeguard- 
ed in any diplomatic exchanges be- 
tween London authorities and the 
Fascist and Nazi governments. 

He characterized as ridiculous 
reports that Hitler was ready to 
offer Britain a 10-year truce on the 
colonial issue in return for “a free 
hand in Eastern Europe.” 

“As long as Britain and France 
are qualified as ‘haves’ and Italy 
and Germany are qualified as ‘have 
nots’ the interests of France and 
Britain must remain identical,” he 
continued.

Water Four Feet Over Highways 
at Bladensburg, Md.; Property 
Damaged.

Streams and rivers swollen by a 
record rainfall overflowed their 
banks in parts of Washington and 


nearby Maryland communities to- 
day, causing flooded highways and 
property damage. .

Weighted Average Production and 

Loading Cost Placed at $2.02 

to $349 a Ton.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. — It 
cost from $2.02 to $3.59 to produce 
and load a ton of soft coal at the 
mines.in the Southern and Western 
states during 1936. This is the 
weighted average cost announced 
today by the Coal Commission as a 
basis for establishing minimum 
prices for the entire industry. 

The seven minimum price areas 
involved in today’s determination 
embrace the states of Alabama, 
Georgia, Southern Tennessee, Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma, Kansas, Texas, 
Missouri, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Arizona, California, Wyoming, 
Idaho, Utah, Montana, Washington, 
and the territory of Alaska. 

The cost for Area No. 3 was de- 
termined at $2.55 a ton; $3.59 for 
Area No. 4; $2.02 for Area No. 5; 
$2.74 for Area No. 6; $2.46 for Area 
No. 7; $2.11 for Area No. 9, and 
$3.45 for Area No, 10. 

The commission determined the 
weighted average cost for minimum 
price areas in the East and Mid- 
dle-West last Thursday, fixing the 
cost for Area No. 1 at $2.15 a ton, 
and $1.79 a ton for No. 2.

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23 MEN HUNTED AT StA 
AFTER SHIP FOUNDERS 


Six of Greek Freighter’s Crew, 
Rescued Off Cape Hatteras, 
Tell of Storm.

By the Associated Press. | : 
NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—Rescue 
ships searched the storm-tossed At- 
lantic off Cape Hatteras tonight for 
23 members of the crew of the 


Greek freighter’ Tzenny Chandris, 
which, loaded with scrap iron, sank 
in a driving southeast gale. 

Six members of the crew were 
found in a lifeboat at 9:20 a. m. by 
the C. D. Mallory tanker Swiftsure, 
less than six hours after the Greek 
freighter sent an SOS. From the 
story they told, little hope was held 
of finding any more survivors, but 
the Swiftsure and five Coast Guard 
cutters planned to continue’ the 
search through the night. 

The six survivors were sighted 
about 80 miles northeast of the 
Diamond Shoals lightship, drifting 
in a battered, water-logged life- 
boat, and were taken aboard the 
Swiftsure while a rough sea was 
running, in heavy rain and . wind 
squalls. 

‘They said the Tzenny Chandris 
rolled over on her beam and sank 
at 4 a. m., after her bunkers and 
engine room had flooded, and that 
several other members of the crew 
went down with the captain, Nich- 
olas Patronas. 

The six managed to haul them- 
selves into a lifeboat after the 
steamer sank. They saw eight oth- 
ers, in life belts, struggling through 
the sea toward the boat, but the 
men never reached it. 

The Swiftsure proceeded to the 
scene, but found nothing but a 
floating cargo boom. Visibility was 
poor due to the rain squalls. 

The Tzenny Chandris was mak- 
ing its first trip across the Atlantic, 
from Morehead, N. C., to Rotter- 
dam, lland. It was recently pur- 
chased, in Baltimore, by a Greek 
syndicate, from the American Gov- 
ernment, 

The vessel sank almost nine yeare 
to a day after the foundering off 
the Virginia capes of the steamer 
Vestris, with a loss of i111 lives. 
That was Nov. 11, 1928. 

The waters of Hatteras have al- 
ways been regarded as dangerous 
to shipping, particularly at this 
time of the year, when winter’s ap- 
proach is heralded by roaring 
winds that lift the water high. 

“The wind is from the southwest 
and it is almost a gale,” a spokes- 
man in.

MAN WHO KILLED Witt 
AND FRIEND ARRAIGNED 


Prosecutor’s Inves tigator 
Doubts Paul A. Wright’s Story 
of Shooting in Jealous Rage. 


By the Associated Press. 

GLENDALE, Cal., Nov. 13.—Paul 
A. Wright, 38-year-old airport presi- 
dent, stood mute today at his mur- 
der arraignment while prosecutors 
discounted his “jealous rage” ac- 
count of his killing of his young 


wife and a close friend in his home 
here Tuesday. 

Wright waived, through counsel, 
the formality of reading the ,com- 
plaint that charged he murdered 
his wife, Evelyn, 29 years old, and 
John B. Kimmel, 32, his operations 
manager. 

“If my conclusions are borne out 
by subsequent developments,” said 
Eugene Williams, District Attor- 
ney’s chief investigator, “the State 
will attempt to prove that Mrs. 
Wright and Kimmel were killed in 
cold blood, their deaths being pne- 
meditated and possibly accom- 
plished by entrapment.” 

Wright told police immediately 
after the shooting that he emptied 
an automatic pistol into his wife’s 
and Kimmel’s bodies when he 
found them kissing on a piano 
bench as he entered his living room 
after awaking from a nap. 
Williams said investigators’ ex- 
amination of physical evidence led 
them to believe the two were shot 
at close range and not from a dis- 
tance as Wright said. 

Jerry Geisler, Wright’s attorney, 
said he would plead not guilty at 
his preliminary hearing Thursday. 
That would preclude the possibility 


‘of an insanity defense. Under Cali- 


fornia law, a plea of not guilty by 
reason of insanity results first in 
a trial of the facts, then trial of the 
prisoner for his sanity. 

Dr. William E. Branch, Wright’s 
physician, said Wright was shell- 
shocked during the World War. 
“My wife looked up at me and 
smiled or sort of laughed and then 
kissed Johnny on the lips,” Wright 
told police when he surrendered 
immediately after the killing. Ev- 
erything went white hot. I got my 
automatic pistol. I don’t know how 
many times I fired.”

Delegates attending the constitu-

A motion to amena the draft of 
@ proposed constitution carried aft- 
er Powers Hapgood, director of the 
governing Shoe Workers’ Organiz- 
ing Committee, had argued against 
it. He contended that locals 
should avail themselves of the ex- 
perience and knowledge of their 
paid agents. 

In administering to Hapgood his 
first defeat on a proposal of any 
importance, the delegates conceded 
that salaried officials might at- 
tend conventions as fraternal dele- 
gates, with a voice but no vote 
in the union’s legislative affairs. 
The section was referred to the con- 
vention’s constitution committee for 
rewriting. 

Not Slap at Hapgood. 

Delegates later declared to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
vote in no manner could be con- 
strued as a loss in confidence im 
Hapgood. One member explained 
that the delegates feared only the 
formation of “political machines”

by salaried officers in order to per- 
petuate their jobs. 

One of the chief provisions of 
the draft is that it calls for the 
election of a general organizer, not 
a president, to be the head of the 
union. This was said to be to per- 
mit the continuation in office of 
Hapgood. 

As a concrete expression of their 
desire to retain Hapgood as actual 
leader of the union, the delegates 
voted to table that part of the draft 
which proposed to establish a per- 
manent general organizer. The 
convention apparently feared that 
by approving the section the young 
Socialist labor leader and Harvard 
graduate might be prohibited from 
holding the office. 

The general practice among la- 
bor unions is to have a leader who 
has come from the rank and file of 
the specific craft. The shoe work- 
ers’ proposed constitution follows 
that rule in limiting general offices 
to union members. Hapgood is not 
a shoe worker; his labor affiliation 
is with the John L. Lewis’ United 
Mine Workers. 

On Friday the convention voted 
unanimously to ask Hapgood _ to 
continue as leader of the union. 

Other Officers. 

The other officers proposed in 
the draft are a general secretary- 
treasurer and an executive board 
of 11 members representing vari- 
ous districts throughout the coun- 
try. The general organizer would 
be responsible to the executive 
board, but would be an ex-officio 
member of all committees, having 
complete charge of all organizers, 

having the power to “advise 
and instruct local unions and their 
officers.” 

As ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees of the general executive 
board, the Lewis lieutenant would 
have dictatorial power over all or- 
ganizers and organization work, the 
most important functions of the 
young union. While the draft as- 
serts that the general organizer 
shall operate under the direct su- 
pervision of the board, it states also 
that. “he shall have, in addition, 
such other duties as the GE B may 
from time to time constitutionally 
confer upon him.” 

All Want Hapgood. 

A delegate who assisted in pre- 
paring the first draft said toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
plan to retain Hapgood as actual 
leader of the union had been care- 
fully engineered by “union politi- 
cians.” He added that Hapgood 
was the one man able to hold in one 
union the old-line unidnists and the 
youthful left wing members. 

“It’s not that Hapgood is the only 
man available,” the informant said. 
“He simply happens to be the man 
least objectionable to factions 
which might cause dissention under 
a different leadership.” 

With the plan’s success virtually 
assured, union leaders last night 
were considering a diplomatic ap- 
proach on the question of increas- 
ing dues, which now are 25 cents a 
week. Hapgood has told the con- 
vention that a rise would be neces- 
sary in order to expand organiza- 
tional efforts, but it is known that 
many delegates are opposed to any 
increase. The national organization 
receives 40 per cent of the weekly 
dues, or 10 cents a member per 
week. 

Among other objectives of the 
unions, as outlined in the draft, is 


j; the enactment of laws to prohibit 


the use of strike-breakers and to 
prevent the use of privately armed 
guards and spies against workers, 
and to “strive and work diligent- 
ly for an adequate protective tar- 
iff.” 

Nine Needed for a Local. 

Under the proposed constitution 
nine eligible wage earners em- 
ployed “in and around factories 
manufacturing boots, shoes, slip- 
pers, their component parts, or en- 
gaged in the rebuilding of shoes” 
would be eligible to form a local 
union and receive a charter. 

The salary of the general organ- 
izer would be $60 a week plus 
traveling expenses and he would 
have the power to hire organizers 
at $50 a week plus expenses. There 
would be an initiation fee of $2 
and dues of 25 cents a week for 
members. Special assessments 
could not exceed $2 in any one 
year.

Former Belasco Star of the 90’s 
Succumbs at 75 to Heart 
Ailment.

SANTA MONICA, Cal., Nov. 13.— 
Mrs. Leslie Carter, actréss, died in 
retirement today of a heart attack 
after a long illness. She was 75 
years old. A heart ailment that 
seized her several months ago was 


aggravated recently by pneumonia. 
With her at her death were her 


second husband, W. L. Payne, and 


an adopted daughter. 

Mrs. Carter’s body will be sent to 
Dayton, O., Monday for burial in 
her family plot. 

Caroline Louise Dudley, as she 
was christened, was born in Louis- 
ville, Ky., June 10, 1862, a daugh- 


ter of Orson Daniel and Catharine 
Dudley. Her father was an English- 
man, associated with the Standard 
Oil Co. 

In 1880, when she was 18, Caro- 
line Dudley married Leslie Carter, 
scion of a millionaire Chicago fam- 
ily. A son, Dudley, born to them, 
died in 1934. 

Mrs. Carter had been adjudged 
insane and was placed in a pri- 
vate sanitarium. On her release, 


; nine years after her marriage, she 


sued for divorce, charging cruelty. 
In a counter action, Carter ac- 
cused his wife ¥f infidelity, naming 
as co-responaent Kyrle Bellew, an 
actor. Mrs. Carter lost her fight 
for custody of her son. 

When her husband forbade her 
to use his name, his wife is said 
to have told him: “I will make it 
a by-word.” She went to David 
Belasco and persuaded him to train 
her for the stage. 

Stage Debut in 1890. 

A year later, in 1890, Mrs. Car- 
ter made her debut as the star of 
“The Ugly Duckling.” Her next 
play was “Miss Heylett,” Her third 
play, a Civil War drama called 
“The Heart of Maryland,” made 
her a star. Afterward she played

“Zaza,” “Dubarry” and “Andrea.” 

Her 16 years of association with 
Belasco ended when the producer 
learned that Mrs. Carter had mar- 
ried W. L. Payne, her leading man. 
Mrs. Carter’s marriage to Payne 
took place in Portsmouth, N. H., 
in 1906. Its witnesses included 
Mrs. Carter’s son, who had left his 
father’s house to join his mother. 
When the Paynes went to Califor- 
nia, they adopted a girl, Mary Car- 
ter Payne. 

In Bankruptcy in 1908. 
In 1908, Mrs. Carter was forced 


into bankruptcy, although for 
many years Belasco had paid her 
the then large salary of $1485 a 
week, 


After her break with Belasco, 
Mrs. Carter toured under her own 
management for the following 
seven years, but not too success- 
fully. She returned from a nine- 
year residence in Europe to star 
in “The Circle” and she was with a 
Charles Dillingham company for 
one season. 

She went to California in 1921— 
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“sick and tired and ready to die,” 
she said—but she wrote “Shanghai | 
Gesture” with John Colton and 
later went into vaudeville. In 1933, 
she returned to the stage in “She 
Stoops to Conquer.” She retired 
in 1934, except for two unimpor-

E. M. FOLSOM ESTATE WINS 


$13,750 VERDICT IN SUIT 


Jury Decides Against H. G. Beedle 
and C. G. Haizlip in Action 
Over Fareclosure. 

“A verdict for $13,750 was returned 
by a jury in United States District 
Judge George H. Moore’s court yes- 
terday in favor of the estate of the 
late E. Melvin Folsom of Boonville, 
Ind., against Horace G. Beedle and 
Carlton G. Haizlip. The suit grew 
out of a foreclosure order against 
property of the Carlton Securities 
Co., which developed the Lake 


Charles Burial] Park on St. Charles 


road. 

Beedle, Haizlip, Richard Hassall, 
Frank H. Brown and Folsom were 
trustees of the securities company 
when it bought 87 acres for ceme- 
tery purpases in 1922, assuming a 
$150,000 deed of trust, which was 
reduced to $85,000. Beedle, called 
as a witness for the plaintiff, testi- 
fied that about $110,000 was spent 
on improvements. The Folsom suit 
stated that in 1927 Brown made ar- 
rangements for a bank to .renew 
the $85,000 deed of trust, but that 
before the deal was completed Bee- 
dle secretly purchased the deed and 
refused to revea®? the identify of the 
holder. Subsequently the Western 
Funeral Benefit Association, organ- 
ized by Beedle, Haizlip and Hassall, 
gave notice of foreclosure. 

At the time of the split, Folsom 
held 700 beneficial interest shares in 
the Carlton Securities Co., which he 
valued at $25,000. The suit was for 
this amount, but the verdict was 
for $8750 actual and $5000 punitive 
damages. Hassall and the Western 
Funeral Benefit Association were 
original defendants, but were re- 
leased on Gemurrers.

CREWLESS BALLOON STILL 
ALOFT NEAR BELGIAN BORDER 


British Observation Bag, With 10,- 
000-Foot Cable Trailing, Eludes 
Pursuers in Planes. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—Dragging a 
destructive 10,000-foot “tail” across 
the English Channel and most of 
France, a huge Royal Air Force 
sausage balloon was still floating 
around tonight over World War 
battlefields, near the Belgian bor- 


der 300 miles from its starting 
point in Kent, England. 

Its dangling cables severed sev- 
eral high tension electric power 
cables and plunged half a dozen 
cities into darkness. 

R. A. F. airplanes, their machine 
guns ready, vainly chased the bal- 
loon which eluded them with the 
eddying winds. 

The cable, with a shower of 
sparks, gtruck electric power wires 
at Audriucgq, near Boulogne, set the 
town postoffice afire, and left Bou- 
logne, Valais, St. Omer, Bethune 
and several other towns in dark- 
ness. Confusion was _ increased 
when a French balloon which 
landed near Caumont was mistaken 
for the British bag.

Nearly a thousand rural com- 
munities went ahead this fall, he 
reported, and obtained the services 
of trained agricultural instructors, 
on the theory that money would be 
available. 


Branckman said about 250,000 boys | 


in 7000 high schools were receiving 
instruction in agriculture under 
trained teachers. These teacher's 
also conduct evening classes attend- 
ed by 262,000 farmers, he said. More 
than 153,000 girls also are receiving 
instructions in home-making in 
rural high schools. 

For some reason, Branckman re- 
ported, the Government delayed 
sending out vocational funds to the 
states this fall, and early this 
month thousands of teachers had 
received no salaries. 

A resolution before the Grange 
Committee on Education provides 
that the Executive Committee of 
the Grange make inquiry and “as- 
certain the cause for the delay in 
carrying out the mandates of Con. 
gress.” 

The convention is expected to 
take a firm stand for peace ana 
neutrality.

DISPUTE ON CORN 
TIES UP OUSE 
FARM AID BILL 


Measure Will Not Be 
Ready at Opening Ses- 
sion Tomorrow, Com- 
mittee Chairman Thinks. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—A dis- 
pute over the type of Federal as- 
sistance to be given the corn grow- 
er today halted the effort of the 
House Committee on Agriculture to 
draft a new farm plan to put be- 
fore Congress early next week. 

Close to final agreement on pro- 
visions for tobacco, cotton, wheat 
and rice, Chairman Jones (Dem.), 
Texas, called the committee to- 
gether twice todgy to consider the 
corn problem. 

He expressed the opinion the 
farm bill would not be ready for 
the first session of the House Mon- 
day, and House leaders went ahead 


with plans to consiaer other sub- 
jects first. 

The committee found that, al- 
though it had discarded compulsory 
control for wheat, cotton and rice 
yesterday, it was in serious dis- 
agreement about corn. 

The House Committee ended its 
deliberations late in the day appar- 
ently no nearer agreement on corn 
than when it started. Jones said 
the problem would be taken up 
again Monday. He added that the 
committee ha’ not definitely de- 
ciced whether to turn over to the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
the problem of providing $200,000,- 
000 through taxes for benefit pay- 
ments, 

Commercial Area Suggested. 

Some members said the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture insisted that 
corn differed from other commodi- 
ties to such an extent that market- 
ing quotas were more necessary. 

Three A A A_ representatives 
were reported to have suggested to 
the committee ay that a com- 
mercial area embracing Iowa and 
parts of 11 other States be created 
to facilitate administration of a 
marketing quota system subject to 
the approval of two-thirds of the 
producers. 

Under this scheme of maintain- 
ing an “ever-normal granary” corn 
producers would be permitted to 
dispose of a percentage of _ their 
crop which would be determined 
after considering the comparative 
size of the yield and the carry-over 
from the previous year. The rest, 
if sold, would be subject to penalty 
taxes, but if stored, would be elig- 
ible for Government loans. 

Claude R. Wickard, director of 
the North Central region of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, said this system of control 
was more necessary for corn than 
other crops because its production 
seldom resulted in an exportable 
surplus and the size of the crop 
fluctuated violently from year to 
year. 

Farm Bloc Committee members 
argued instead for a general soll 
conservation program. 

In Senate Committee. 

Members of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Agriculture worked on de 
tails of the Pope-McGill farm bill 
in informal conferences. Senators 
Pope (Dem.), Idaho, and McGill 
(Dem.), Kansas, said they expected 
the. committee to report the meas- 
ure to the Senate by the end of 
next week. 

They said they would accept as 
an amendment a separate section 
providing for a compulsory acreage 
control program for cotton. Sena- 
tors Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, 
and Ellender (Dem.), Louisiana, 
plan to introduce the cotton amend- 
ment Tuesday. 

The American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, through its president, Ed- 
ward A. O’Neal, attacked provisions 
of the House bill as “wholly inade- 
quate, ineffective and entirely un- 
satisfactory.”

The board’s trial examiner, Frank 
Bloom, previously had approved 
Wilmer’s petition. Pressman car- 
ried the case from Bloom to the 
board.

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MORE DEMANDS 
UN CONGRESSMEN 
FOR TAX REVISION 


Senators Adams and Bulk- 
ley Have Bills, but Ac- 
tion Is Not Likely Until 
January Session. 


COLORADOAN HAS 
TWO-PURPOSE PLAN 


He Would Lift Part of Load 
Off Business and Give 
Premium to Firms Spend- 
ing to Create Jobs. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Sen- 
ators Adams of Colorado and Bulk- 
ley of Ohio, Democrats, said today 
they would introduce measures at 
the special session to lighten the 
surplus profits tax, but Senator 
Barkley of Kentucky, the Demo- 
cratic leader, said such legislation 
' probably could not be considered 
until the ceguiar session in Jan- 
uary. 
Adams said he had ready for sub- 
mission a plan to lift part of the 
tax load off business and at the 
same time pay'a premium to firms 
that spend money to increase em- 
ployment. He said he had pre- 
pared a dual-purpose bill, one sec- 
tion providing for repeal of the tax 
on surplus profits by exempting 
from the tax corporate expendi- 
tures of these three kinds: For ma- 
chinery, equipment, improvements 
or buildings designed for use in ex- 
tending or developing business; for 
replacements of such machinery, 
equipment, improvements or build- 
ings; and for liquidating or reduc- 
ing the principal of any bona fide 
indebtedness outstanding at the 
time of passage of his measure. 

Premium for Creating Jobs. 
Adams explained the second pur- 

pose of his bill was, in effect, a 
premium in the form of a 10 per 
cent income tax deduction that 
would be allowed to corporations on 
that portion of their income ex- 
pended for machinery, equipment, 
improvements or buildings. 

“In other words,” Adams said, “if 
a firm spends part of its income in 
such a way that it will create more 
jebs, we'll give that firm a pre- 
mium in the form of an income tax 
reduction.” . 

Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas, 
described Adams’ proposal as “mer- 
itorious” in announcing he would 
urge modification or revision of 
the surplus profits tax. 

Senator Dennis Chavez of New 
Mexico also announced he would 
support legislation to lighten the 
tax load business is carrying. 

Bulkley Amendments. 

Bulkley announced he planned to 
introduce amendments to the undis- 
tributed profits tax “to ease the 
burden on smaller corporations arid 
eliminate restrictions on business 
expansion.” 

Bulkley’s amendments would pro- 
vide: 

Fiat exemption for all corpo- 
rations up to $50,000 net profit. 

For all corporations, deductions 
equal to net losses for two years 
last preceding. 

Allowance as a deduction in 
computing ‘the undistributed prof- 
its tax, to the extent of one- 
half the cost, of any amounts 
actually expended for  replacé- 
ments or new construction, new 
machinery and equipment, or new 
improvements during the taxable 
year. 

Bulkley said: “I voted against 
the enactment of the present un- 

_ distributed profits tax law, be- 
lieving it would have an unnec- 
essary restrictive effect on busi- 
ness. There is, however, enough 
merit in the general principle to 
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justify retention of the act pro- 
vided the more burdensome fea- 
tures can be cured, and it is to this 
end that I am directing the pres- 
ent proposal.” 

Interprets Proposals. 

“The first amendment would 
mean that most small corporations 
would be exempt from this tax, and 
others would have their total tax 
burden _ substantially reduced,” 
Bulkley said. “In case of those 
corporations having a net income 
below $50,000 no undistributed prof- 
its tax would have to be paid. 

“The undistributed profits tax 
now weighs more heavily on small 
corporations than on the large cor- 
porations because the latter are 
able to distribute their net income 
for the most part, while the for- 
mer find it impracticable to do so. 


“In reference to the _ second 
amendment, many corporations 
have found their capital and sur- 
plus seriously impaired during the 
recent trying times. A longer tax 
cycle than one year seems advisa- 
ble and I believe corporations 
should be permitted to carry for- 
ward net losses for at least two 
years before the imposition of the 
ax.” 

Regarding the third proposed 
amendment, Bulkley said he be- 
lieved “a deduction for new con- 
struction and equipment would 
tend to stimulate the capital goods 
industry at a time when weekly re- 
ports indicate a recession in this 
industry.” 

Revision Move in House. 

A special sub-committee is work- 
ing on tax revision in the House. 
From it came a statement tonight 
by Representative Treadway (Rep.) 
Massachusetts, its ranking minor- 
ity member, that the principle of 
the tax on undistributed profits 
would probably be retained but that 
it would be much softened in appli- 
cation to “hardship cases.” Tread- 
way said the capital gains tax prob- 
ably would be revised also. 

Chairman Vinson of Kentucky of 
the sub-committee said emphati- 
cally there would be no haste in 
changing the laws. Some of the in- 
equities in the undistributed prof- 
its tax would not have been the 
subject of complaints, he said, had 
Congressional tax experts had time 
to perfect a bill instead of rushing 
it through in the closing days of 
the 1936 session. 

William B. Warner, president of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, has written an open let- 
ter to members of Congress, urging 
early revision of ‘taxes affecting 
business. 

He suggested a four-point pro- 
gram of tax relief which he said 
would “give an immediate stimulus 
to lagging business and threatening 
unemployment.” He proposed 
amendment of the undistributed net 
income tax to exempt money spent 
by corporations for improvements, 
repeal of the capital stock and ex- 
cess profits taxes, modification of 
the capital gains tax to provide 
that losses may be fully offset 
against gains, and reducing the 
present maximum individual surtax 
rates. 

He also urged that assurance be 
given “that new uncertainties in- 
volving drastic regulation wil] not 
be legislated” on industry.

Committee Urges State Prose- 
cutor to Submit Evidence 
To Grand Jury. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 13.—The 
“honest elections” committee of the 
Kansas City Lawyers Association 
charged tonight it had found evi- 
dence of “flagrant, brazen and de- 
liberate” election law violations “of 
a character which the Federal in- 
vestigations and prosecutions did 
not touch.” 

The committee report, made pub- 
lic by Samuel W. Sawyer, associa- 
tion president, asSerted “the Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s office should be 
digging into this now... and the 
evidence should be submitted to a 
State grand jury.” 

The committee said its investi- 
gation, in progress since last June, 
dealt largely with alleged registra- 
tion irregularities, in order not to 
duplicate a Federal grand jury in- 
vestigation of voting at the last 
general election which already has 
resulted in indictment of 181 per- 
sons and conviction of 46 on Fed- 
eral vote fraud conspiracy charges. 

Charging there were “approxi- 
mately 50,000 names on the regis- 
tration books which should not have 
been there,” the committee cited one 
north side precinct where, it said; 

The 1930 census showed a 
total population of 352; the 

1984 registration showed 505 

names on the poll books, and 

518 persons voted at the 1934 

election. 

The committee urged Kansas 
City lawyers to volunteer their aid 
to the new Kansas City Election 
Board, particularly “in representing 
it where persons seek registration 
by court order, alleging the regis- 
tration here “of some 18,000 by 
court orders was questionable, at 
least.” 

The Kansas City Star said to- 
night it had learned representatives 
of the Democratic organization 
here are preparing to challenge a 
proposed ruling of the new Election 
Board to require written applica- 
tions from prospective voters.

Administration’s Conservation Pol- 
icies Assailed by Arthur 
Newton Pack, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Arthur 


Newton Pack, president of the 
American Nature Association, at- 
tacked today the Interior Depart- 
ment’s conservation policies. Bon- 
neville Dam, Pack said, “probably 
will destroy the salmon industry 
of the Columbia River.” The Tay- 
lor Grazing Act, he said, turned the 
public range over to “advisory com- 
mittees,”’ made up of “the same 
stockmen who exploited these 
lands.”

The Mayors will seek a solution 
for industrial disputes with 
aid ‘of Chairman J. Warren Mad- 
den of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. They will study what 
states may do in a report on the 
newly-established New York State 
Labor Relations Board. Mayor 
Cornelius D. Scully of Pittsburgh 
wil] talk on the city’s role. 

Detroit, . ing, Youngstown 
and many other cities faced serious 
labor disputes during the recent 
wave of strikes. 

The conference will seek a na- 
tional approach to the problem of 
keeping airports abreast of super- 
airliner development. Officials said 
cities in all sections of the country 
“are finding it impossible to keep 
their airports abreast of current 
needs.” The Mayors argue that 
airport construction is part of a 
national. problem because most 
travel is across state lines. 

Besides these major topics there 
will be discussions of “the cities 
and the war against social disease” 
led by Surgeon-General Thomas H. 
Parran, and of “outlawing the 
rackets in the cities” by Thomas 
E. Dewey, recently-elected New 
York District Attorney.

Failure of the New Deal Housing Scheme 


New Start to Be Made Without Any Relief Connection 


Government Now to Try Direct 


Subsidy, Other Ways Not 
Making Rents Low Enough 
for Those to Be Helped.

HE New Deal is now in process of launch- 
Tos another effort to provide housing at 

low cost. New offices are being opened, 
telephones installed, a new staff and person- 
nel built around the new director, Nathan 
Straus, who has been appointed to head the 
new United States Housing Authority. 

It has happened several times before, this 
attempt to provide houses within the cost of 
the low-income groups. Thus far, after nearly 
five years of the New Deal, the attempt has 
been a conspicuous failure. The amount of 
housing built by the present administration 
through half a dozen agencies has not 
amounted to even the proverbial drop in the 
bucket, scarcely a drop in the ocean in com- 
parison with the number of sub-standard 
dwellings still in use in America today. 

Adding it all up, there have been con- 
structed, as a result of the activities of the 
Government since March, 1933, fewer than 
30,000 dwelling units in the entire country. 
In New York City alone there are, according 
to the most conservative estimates, 500,000 
families who live in dwellings below standard 
—slums. That is a measure of the accom- 
plishment and the need. 


Wagner Act; the Difference 
Between Old Idea and New 


The newest attempt, initiated under the 
Wagner Housing Act, differs from those in 
the past in that the primary aim is to create 
low-cost housing by means of Government 
subsidy. While the earlier attempts were 
accompanied by a great deal of vague and 
general talk about public housing on the part 
of officials both high and low, the housing 
objective waa, only incidental to the business 
of providing relief to the unemployed under 
various relief measures. That is the justifi- 
cation now offered for the earlier failures, 
the delays, the confusion, the uncertainties, 
the costly errors. 

Those earlier experiments are being writ- 


They were “spade-work” in preparation for a 
“frontal attack’”’ on housing. Such is the 
face-saving interpretation of officials charged 
with past efforts to find a solution to the 
“housing problem.” With the so-called ‘“‘ex- 
perimental phase” in the past and a definite 
housing policy formulated in long-term legis- 
lation, it is time for an appraisal of what 
has been done to date. 

But one thing seems fairly certain. With 
all the generalized talk about “housing” a 
demand for public action has been created. 
In the recent hotly contested mayorality elec- 
tion in New York both candidates sought to 
claim credit for the Williamsburg slum clear- 
ance project and both candidates promised 
the voters that their election would mean 
more such projects. 

Moreover, the apartments and houses that 
have been actually built by the Government 
are for the most part well planned and well 
designed. The rents are comparatively low 
and they make an immediate appeal to fami- 
lies who have been living in crowded and 
inadequate quarters. More than 6000 per- 
sons registered for one of the 885 dwelling 
units at the Green Belt (Md.) resettlement 
project near Washington, and there were 
more than 3000 formal applications for 
houses or apartments. The same interest in 
similar developments near Cincinnati and 
Milwaukee is reported: 

‘‘Housing” has become a symbol word that 
will be heard more and more in the promises 
of politicians on both the “ight and the Left. 


A Long Series of Headaches 


Under the Old PWA Set-Up 


The chief responsibility for 
under the New Deal was placed on the Public 
Works Administration within which was cre- 
ated in 1933 a Housing Division. Secretary 
of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, as Adminis- 
trator of Public Works, was also responsible 
for the housing program. It has been one 
long series of headaches, trials and tribula- 
tions literally. Ickes is an easy target, a 
convenient scapegoat, when critics seek to 
place the blame for failure of the New Deal’s 
housing campaign; but it seems fairly obvious 
that the causes of failure go deeper than the 
advantages or disadvantages that may rest on 
the character of one man,

With the announcement that Gov- 
ernment loans were available up to 80 per 
cent of the value of such projects, thousands 
of applications were received by the division. 
The Government was to receive a return of 
3% per cent on the funds provided by the 
Housing Division and private investors who 
furnished the balance were to be allowed up 
to 6 per cent on their money. It was soon 
discovered that most of the plans submitted 
were either freakish or crooked, and of 
thousands of applications examined only 13 
were finally approved. 

Of this number, seven were built, and it 
is clear today that, given the avowed objec- 
tive, ‘low-cost housing,”’ they were a failure. 
It was impossible on this basis, without any 
Government subsidy whatsoever and with the 
interest rate on at least a part of the capital 
as high as 6 per cent, to get rent down even 
close to what slum dwellers could pay. To 
get the rents down low enough to obtain any 
tenants at all, it was necessary for private 
investors to forego normal interest return. 
Now, in many instances, these same investors 
are demanding that the Government forego 
part or all of its interest, pointing to the 
Housing Division as a ruthless landlord. It 
is an unpleasant quarrel and likely to grow 
increasingly acrimonious. One of these proj- 
ects is Neighborhood Gardens in St. Louis 
and the experience there is fairly typical of 
all seven. 


Outright Subsidies Next, 


Problem of Acquiring Land 


The experience with’ “limited dividend”’ 
housing occupied nearly a year. It was de- 
cided on the basis of this failure to give out- 
right subsidies for housing projects to be 
built by the Housing Division. A program 
was worked out whereby 45 per cent of the 
cost would be an outright gift and 55 per 
cent a Government loan to be amortized over 
a long period ‘at 3 per cent interest. By 
April of 1934 $114,241,000 had been allotted 
for 29 projects in 23 cities. All control, with 
the exception of some latitude of design 
vested in local architects, was witHin the 
Housing Division, centered directly in Icke’s 
own office. | 
Perhaps the most serious problem centered 
on the acquisition of land for building the 
big unit block apartment houses designed by 
the Housing Division. First, there was the 
problem of price. “Slum clearance” was a 
high-sounding phrase, but it was clear that 
prices for land in the slum areas of New 
York and other large cities made it all but 
impossible to build “low-cost” housing there 
—housing for the “lower one-third’ whom 
President Roosevelt talks about. The vast 
weight of city debt rested on these valuations 
and the Federal Government was powerless. 
In the congested slum area cleared for the 
Williamsburg project in New York the Gbv- 
ernment paid $4.30 a square foot, and at the 
other end of Manhattan Island, in the Negro 
community of Harlem, the price was $3.66 a 
square foot. At such prices, even with the 
Government subsidy of 45 per cent, rents 
must be so high as to be beyond all but a 
few slum dwellers. 

In fact, this is the conclusion of two of

summing up the P WA housing program: 

“It would be desirable to produce even 
lower rents but under the limitations of 
the George-Healy Act (providing a method 
whereby the Federal Government can pay 
a subsidy to municipal governments in lieu 
of local taxes on housing projects) and 
present-day construction costs, it would be 
difficult even to recreate the slum dwell- 
ing wiped out to rent at much lower prices. 
If any substantial reductions in rents of 
adequate urban housing projects are ef- 
fected in future programs-it seems evident 
today that they will be produced only by 
increasing the subsidy.” 


The land acquisition had not progressed 
far when it ran up against a’ fundamental 
constitutional limitation. Land owners at 
Louisville, Ky., challenged the right of the 
Housing Division to condemn land for hous- 
ing purposes. This challenge was upheld by 
United States District Judge Charles I. Daw- 
son at Louisville and subsequently sustained 
by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Sixth Circuit, voting 2 to 1. The 
Department of Justice counseled against tak- 
ing the issue to the Supreme Court and for 
all practical purposes the Housing Division 
abandoned the gondemnation method on Jan. 
4, 1935, the date of Judge Dawson’s decision. 

Thereafter, it was necessary to acquire 
tracts of land by purchases with the consent 
of the owners or through state housing au- 
thorities with the power of condemnation. 
The highest state courts in Kentucky and 
New York have upheld the right of these 
states to condemn land for housing and this, 
it is assumed, will be the method of acquisi- 
tion employed by the new United States 
Housing Authority. 


Paralysis—Housing Funds 


Diverted to Relief Channels. 


The housing program of P WA had been 
drastically cut down by a crisis which arose 
in December, 1934. As of Sept. 1, 1934, the 
Housing Division had available, in addition 
to the sum already allotted, $135,000,000, 
but in December there was a sudden short- 
age of funds for direct relief and President 
Roosevelt, looking for money from _ all 
sources, took $110,000,000 away from the 
Housing Division. That happened on the 
same day that Ickes approved 27 new proj- 
ects. 

What followed was an “eight-month paraly- 

sis’’ of the program. Nothing could be done 
until July, 1935, when the first allotments 
from the relief act of 1935 were available. 
Eventually $200,000,000 was approved for 
housing projects but this was cut on Sept. 15 
by an executive order to approximately $100,- 
000,000, again because of th- need for funds 
for direct relief to be udministered WH the 
Works Progress Administration. 
The resulting confusion and uncertainty 
may be imagined. There is space here only 
to suggest the major difficulties and ob- 
stacles. There was widespread dissension 
within the Housing Division. Robert Kohn, 
an authority on public housing, had been 
called to Washington as director of the di- 
vision, but he could not get along with Ickes, 
and in June, 1934, he resigned. A number of 
well-known architects.and planners who had 
come with Kohn from New York joined in 
an attack on Ickes, accusing him of sinking 
the housing program beneath a weight of bu- 
reaucratic red tape. (It may be said here 
that in all the attempts during the past four 
years to construct mass housing the Govern- 
ment. has employed planners, architects and 
designers of high reputation.) 


Ickes Puts His Own Man 


in Charge—Col. Hackett. 
Ickes ignored these attacks and named his 
own man, Col. Horatio D. Hackett of Chicago, 
to replace Kohn. The PWA Administrator 
has always taken the position that his duty 
was to spend the Government’s money as eco- 
nomically as possible and with no taint of 
graft whatsoever. He trusted no one. That 
was the source of a quarrel with the New 
York housing authority, the New York offi- 
cials insisting that Ickes’ attitude was respon- 
sible for needless delays. 
This is the way Ickes’ aids describe his 
function as watch dog in their forthcoming 
book:

Ethics of Deals Questioned. 

But the two, Clarke and Odlum, 
stand together in a report filed 
this week in the court of Federal 
Judge William H. Holly question- 
ing the ethics and legality of 
some of their dealings in millions 
and describing them as being 
more interested in trading in se- 
curities than in the operation of 
public utilities. 

The report comments caustical- 
ly on two alleged exploits of 
Clarke which were described in 
an article in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch — the $1,000,000 
deal, and the $2,000,000 deal.

Holding Company Assailed. 

“The debtor (in ‘the reorgant- 
zation proceeding—Utilities Pow- 
er & Light Corporation), ‘as 8 
holding company, from its incep- 
tion was primarily an agency for 
trading in stocks and notes, gain- 
ing control of utility operating 
companiés and borrowing money 
for constant expansion into new 
fields. As such its relations with 
utility customers have too often 
been incidental—which is another 
word for bad.” 

Relating that Clarke founded 
the holding company in 1915, the 
report comments that until 1936 
he remained in control—‘"a cone 
trol so supreme that he often act- 
ed as if there were no directors or 
stockholders other than himself.”

Clarke’s control was in 1934 when 
in the cold light of the effects of 
the depression certain creditors 
insisted on having representation 
on the board of directors. 
The expansion period of 1925 
to 1930 had gone before—a peri- 
od in which Clarke had bought, 
among others, the Laclede prop- 
erties in St. Louis, at high prices, 
“In 1930, with the beginning 
of the depression,” the report 
states, ‘“‘there set in a period of 
diminishing values which, in the 
case of the debtor, put an end to 
the period of expansion and 
ushered in a personal speculation 
and questionable diversion of the 
debtor’s funds.”

THE MISSOURI PACIFIC SCANDAL. 

The shameful story of how the Van Sweringens 
looted and finally wrecked the great Missouri Pacific 
Railroad is spread upon the records. We know how 
they acquired the road secretly in violation of Mis- 
souri law; how they grabbed the cash box, unloaded 
properties on the railroad at fantastic prices, falsified 
the books, plunged the road into bankruptcy and 
escaped criminal prosecution only because the statute 
of limitations had run. 

The agency through which the Van Sweringens 
worked was a holding company known as the Alle- 
ghany Corporation, in whose name they placed their 
holdings of Missouri Pacific stock, amounting to 46 
per cent of the whole. Next month the Alleghany 
Corporation will ask the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to accept a plan by which this outfit, which 
wrecked the road, will be permitted to continue in 
charge of its operation. 

The corporation’s chief argument is that it owns 
what, in ordinary circumstances, is a controlling 
interest in the road’s common stock. But of what 
validity is this argument under the present circum- 
stances when the road is in bankruptcy? If a man 
cannot meet the mortgage payments on his home, the 
property reverts to the mortgage-holder, who may 
foreclose the property at a price to satisfy the mort- 
gage, wiping’out the equity. If a business goes bank- 
rupt, the same principle applies. The property be- 
longs to the security-holders and creditors and it is 
their privilege to oust the management. 

Here, in the tangled Missouri Pacific mess, enters 
one of the strangest elements of all. For more than 
a year, holders of a minority of Missouri Pacific 
bonds represented by two committees—the Sted- 
man and Delafield committees—have contested the 
right of the Alleghany Corporation to retain con- 
trol of the road. Together the Stedman and Dela- 
field committees represent $135,000,000 of bonds as 
against a total of $361,000,000, or about 37 per cent. 
Suddenly, these two committees present a united 
front with the Alleghany Corporation. The set-up 
they have agreed upon among themselves is for oper- 
ating control by the Alleghany, financial domina- 
tion by the Stedman committee and three-way recog- 
nition of the board of directors. All Gaul is to be 
divided into three parts. The financial manage- 
ment would be in Cleveland and the Missouri Pacific, 
in all probability, would cease to be a Missouri 
corporation. 

This deal must necessarily be regarded with sus- 
picion. On behalf of the holders of $226,000,000, or 
a majority, of the road’s bonded indebtedness not 
represented by the Stedman and Delafield commit- 
tees, on behalf of the road’s employes, on behalf of 
the public’s interest in a huge railroad system, the 
deal should be given the severest scrutiny. If it is 
given that scrutiny, the chances are that the plan 
will be knocked into a cocked hat. 

In the hearings before the Senate committee, the 
representation was made that the banks and insur- 
ance companies favoring the Stedman committee 
would exercise a wholesome/influence to make impos- 
sible a repetition of Alleghany’s past abuses. ‘“Par- 
ticular emphasis was laid by these witnesses,” reads 
our news report, “on the impeccable character of the 
banks and insurance officials composing the Stedman 
committee. This would insure, they insisted, the 
selection of such directors and officers in the reor- 
ganized railroad as would protect the interests not 
only of the system, but of the public.” 

Special Counsel Max Lowenthal replied to this 
line of argument by making the sensational disclos- 
ure that six of the nine members of the Stedman 
committee were on the J. P. Morgan “preferred list” 
when Alleghany Corporation was floated and made 
personal profits thereby. They were permitted to 
buy blocks of the stock at $20 a share when the 
market price was $35 a share. By immediate cash- 
ing in, they stood to become richer by $225,470. Does 
not this explain in part why the Stedman commit- 
tee has reached an entente cordiale with the Alle- 
ghany Corporation? 

Senator Truman, conducting the hearings, was 
quite interested in the ethics of this transaction. 
Alfred H, Meyers, treasurer of New York Life Insur- 
ance Co. and member of the Stedman committee, who 
was on the preferred list, maintained it was a per- 
sonal favor on the part of J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
had no purpose of influencing investments con- 
trolled by the recipients in securities floated by the 
Morgan firm. “You know and I know,” said Mr. 
Meyers, “that such things are going on in business 
all over the country all the time.” To which Senator 
Truman made the classic retort: “Among politicians, 
thfs is what is known as graft.” 

There is no doubt that if, in its long history, the 
Missouri Pacific had been run as a railroad instead 
of as the pawn of rapacious financters, it would be 
in good condition today, instead of being forced to 
the humiliating process of bankruptcy. If, in the 
future, it is to function efficiently and be able to 
meet its obligations, it must be placed under the 
management of men who are interested.in making a 
success of the transportation business et not in the 
dark and devious ways of high finance.

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THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

The special session of Congress which begins to- 
morrow is not likely to make-much progress along 
the legislative lines charted by the President in his 
summans, but it may turn out, nevertheless, to be a 
session of capital importance. 

Congress is confronted with a great opportunity. 
This has both a negative and a positive aspect. 

On the negative side, Congress can serve the coun- 
try’s welfare by standing firm against the raiding 
of the Treasury by pressure groups. Budget balanc- 
ing will be impossible if Congress fails to adopt the 
self-denying ordinance that the times demand. 

On the positive. side, Congress can do much to 
restore business confiderice, and hence to make jobs 
for the unemployed, by a thorough overhauling of 
the tax structure in accord with the sound prin- 
ciples urged by Secretary Morgenthau in his recent 
address, We shall deal more at length with this sub- 
ject in a leading editorial tomorrow. 

There are those who habitually bemoan the sit- 
tings of Congress—except when some project dear 
to them is being forwarded—as a “bad thing for the 
country.” We cannot share in that lamentation. To 
raise it is to deny, in effect, the wisdom of the 
framers of the Constitution in setting up a national 
legislature as one of the three independent branches 
of the Government.: It is to move toward the Fascist 
philosophy which asserts the futility of the demo- 
cratic process. 

That is a doctrine to which no countenance ought 
to be given in America. 

The country is served as the Constitution intends 
it should be when the three branches of the Govern- 
ment are functioning in full vigor and independence. 
There need be no fear of the result so long as the 
system of checks and balances is maintained. 

Happily, the threat to the independence of the Su- 
preme Court has been repelled. Happily, there are 
signs of a growing disposition in Congress to bring 
an independent judgment to bear on the proposals of 
the executive. Happily, there are signs that the 
executive is prepared to stand against the spending 
proclivities of Congress. . 

Not merely can the incoming session of Congress 
prove itself not a bad thing for the country; it can 
prove itself of positive benefit. Will it seize its 
manifest opportunity? 
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A TEST OF WORKERS OVER 40. 

The unemployment situation has been aggravated 
by the tendency in many industries to give prefer- 
ence to younger applicants and to close the doors 
to workers above the age of 40. Younger workers, 
it is felt, are more efficient. The result has been to 
reduce many older men, with years of usefulness still 
before them, to a feeling of hopelessness, and to 
swell the relief rolls. 

The supposed superior efficiency of younger work- 
ers has frequently been disputed, and now Secre- 
tary of Labor. Perkins has presented statistical evi- 
dence to refute the theory. A study of 1444 skilled 
workers employed on W P A projects in seven cities 
was made recently, Miss Perkins said in a speech 
at Bridgeport, Conn. Grades for quality of work 
by the various age groups are enlightening. The 
workers graded “excellent” averaged 47% years of 
age; only 13 per cent of those in the group were 
under 35. The average age of those graded “inferior” 
was 41, The figures for quantity of work were much 
the same, Miss Perkins said. 

This scientific test showed older men perform- 
ing more work and better work than younger men. 
How sensible, then, are the employers who make age 
40 their limit in choosing employes? 
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LA GUARDIA AND DEWEY. 
In a recent editorial on the victory of LaGuardia 
and Dewey, we said that the former would be un- 
acceptable to the Old Guard as a presidential candi- 
date and that whatever comfort the New York elec- 
tion gives to the Old Guard comes from Mr. Dewey’s 
election.

Is Crop Compulsion Constitutional? 


Discussion of new farm aid bill is ignoring fact that Federal regulation of agricultural 
production would probably be held void by the Supreme Court, says capital news- 
paper; is gratified that compulsion is being opposed.on economic grounds, but in- 
sists that legal objections should be brought to the fore to strengthen the argument.

DETERMINED fight against compul- 
Aw regulation of agriculture has opened 
on Capitol Hill. Chairman Jones of the 
House Agriculture Committee and some of 
his colleagues have taken a positive stand 
against rigid quotas and penalizing taxes. 
Yet the entire debate is proceeding in an 
unrealistic atmosphere. Both Senate and 
House committees appear to take it for 
granted that Congress has authority to set 
up any compulsory devices which a major- 
ity may approve. 
Mr. Jones’ preference for “a voluntary 
farm program as to most commodities” is 


based on economic considerations. He fears, | 


and with good reason, that compulsory re- 
strictions may encourage “foreign competi- 
tion and domestic substitution.” The old 
Bankhead Act, fixing cotton marketing 
quotas, demonstrated that fact. There are 
plenty of sound economic reasons for oppo- 
sition to enforced crop curtailment. 
* a * 


The surprising thing is that other objec- 
tions to the compulsory principle are being 
so generally soft-pedaled. Even Mr. Jones 
is apparently willing to waive objections to 
mandatory control in the case of tobacco. 
The constitutional weakness which brought 
the original A A A to grief seems to have 
been entirely lost to sight. The House and- 
Senate committees appear to be going ahead 
as if the Constitution had been amended 
so as to permit rigid Federal contrql over 
the nation’s farms. 

Presumably, this attitude grows out of a 
belief that the decision invalidating the 
A A A would be overturned if the court, as 
now constituted, should be asked to pass 
upon substantially the same issues. It is 
true that the opinion in the Hoosac Mills 
case was rendered by a majority of 6 to 3. 
Since Justice Black has taken the place of 
Justice Van Devanter and’ there seems to 
have been some shifting of views in recent 


| 


court decisions, some legislators lightly as- 
sume that constitutional difficulties have 
been overcome. But that belief is likely to 
prove superficial. 

The court held, in effect, that Congress 
has no authority to regulate agricultural 
production. And that position was not di- 
rectly challenged by the dissenting Justices. 
They regarded benefit payments to farm- 
ers for the reduction of crops merely as 
“conditional gifts of money.” It was almost 
solely upon this argument that they de- 
parted from the reasoning. of the court. 
What will the minority opinion be worth, 
then, if Congress writes compulsory restric- 
tions into the new law? 

* ° * ° 

In his dissenting opinion, Justice Stone 
laid great stress upon his point that the 
AAA did.“not command or coerce” farm- 
ers to abide by its regulations. Then ap- 
pears this significant statement: 

“The power to tax and spend is not with- 
out constitutional restraints. One restriction 
is that the purpose must be truly national. 
Another is that it may not be used to coerce 
action left to state control.” 

Since Justices Brandeis and Cardozo 
joined in this dissenting opinion, it appears 
that the advocates of compulsory regula- 
tion of crops are flying in the face of the 
minority of the Supreme Court as well as 
the majority.

Other blunders of the recovery period would 
shrink to insignificance, however, if Con- 
gress should now rush deeper into the same 
bog when there is no acute emergency to 
excuse such heedless action.

EFORM of the Legislature was quite a 

topic while that body was in session. 
Now interest has faded—it is more than a 
year before the hoys will assemble in Jef- 
ferson City and go through their biennial 
song-and-dance, so why worry now? 

It is this long time between sessions that 
keeps Missouri more or less indifferent to 
the real need for legislative reform. Like 
the storied Arkansas roof, when it’s raining, 
the repairs cannot be made, and when the 
sun shines, they aren't needed. 

But Missouri’s legislative roof cannot -be 
allowed to go on forever in a mumble-jum- 
ble, helter-skelter pattern of confusion, in- 
competence and venality. This is really one 
of the most pressing fundamental problems 
which our State faces. 

The Kansas City Star favors ‘meeting it 
by the simple device of creating a Legis- 
lative Council. Kansas has one, so there! 
The council would meet in advance of ses- 
sions, draw up a legislative program and 
present it when the General Assembly 
meets. 

This device has some merit, many flaws. 


However outstanding the members selected 
for this “third house,” and however meri- 
torious their program, the same old Gen- 
eral Assembly remains to be dealt with. 

There has seldom been lack of a construc- 
tive program to be presented to our Legis- 
lature. But there is an ever-present lack 
of willingness on the part of the Legisla- 
ture to enact for any such simple reasons 
as merit and progress. It takes political 
push or lobbyists’ cash to get anything 
through our General Assembly. These are 
stimulants seldom available for such items 
as needed reform of criminal procedure. 

Perhaps the _ three-house Legislature— 
Council, Senate, House—would be an im- 
provement over the two-house Legislature. 
But our preference is for the one-house 
Legislature. It has all the advantages of 
the Legislative Council] without the handi- 
caps of an imperious Senate and a hodge- 
podge House making hash of its work. It 
offers Missouri a way to raise legislators’ 
pay to decent levels without adding to the 
cost of government. It is a simple, sound 
and sensible way to legislate.

mitted to the board of directors 
for approval. 


“While the prices at which these 
various securities were sold to the 
banking group,” the report says, 
“are not substantially out of line 
with current prices paid by other 
banking groups for similar securi- 
ties, it should be noted that all of 
these issues were sold by Mr. Clarke 
to a single group of banking houses, 
that the four principal banking 
houses in the syndicate each had 
a representative on the board of 
directors of the debtor and that 
there was no competitive bidding or 
attempt to get a better price than 
that agreed to between Mr. Clarke 
and his banking associates, 

“These facts emphasize the 
point, raised heretofore in this re- 
port, that financing, and not utility 
operation, was then the prime rea- 
son for the existence of the debtor.” 

Claim for $5,000,000. 

In the damage suit filed in behalf 
of the holding company against 
Clarke after he had been deposed 
as its president it was alleged that 
improper acts by Clarke had cost 
the company more than $5,000,000. 

One item in the bill of complaint 
as amended, described in last Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, concerned the 
issuance by the holding company 


‘on June 11, 1930, of six checks ag- 


gregating $1,000,000 to Clarke, its 
president, and the payment by 
Clarke on the following day of his 
personal indebtedness of $991,867.63 
charged to him on open account on 
the company’s books. As has been 
told, auditors at the end of the year 
questioned the $1,000,000 payment 
to Clarke, which had been charged 
to certain reserve accounts, saying 
it was not supported by data show- 
ing it to be a proper payment. 
Thereafter a subsidiary borrowed 
$800,000 from the holding company, 
lent $750,000, through a banking 
house, to ai securities company 
owned by Clarke, and the securities 
company issued its check for $1,- 
000,000 signed by Clarke payable to 
Clarke. The same day Clarke re- 
paid to the holding company the 
$1,000,000 it had paid him on the 
preceding June 11. 

BAG Basis of Suit. 


The net result appears to have 
been that Clarke’s personal indebt- 
edness to the company in the 
amount of $991,867 was recorded en 
the books ds paid, and the corpora- 
tion’s attorneys in the pending suit 
allege that Clarke wrongfully de- 
prived it of $800900. The investiga- 
tor reports that he questioned 
Clarke about the deal; that Clarke 
said the $1,000,000 was made avail- 
abje to him for “confidential” ac- 
quisition of property, transactions 
not completed; that Clarke “further 
states that the six charges to spe- 
cial reserves noted at the time the 
$1,000,000 credit was arranged were 
admittedly unsupported by any data 
and were always understood by ev- 
eryone to have been made only for 
the arranging of this temporary 
credit.” 

“He further declares,” the report 
continues, “that by the end of the 
calendar year 1930 he realized that 
the negotiations for the purchase 
of the property in question had 
failed and that the reserve accounts 
of the debtor charged with the $1,- 
000,000 would have to be restored 
to their former status... He then 
on or about Dec. 30, 1930, with the 
knowledge of all parties concerned, 
authorized the transactions hereto- 
fore described.” 

“He admits that in reversing the 
transactions the debtor (holding 
company) finally received notes of 
the Webster Securities Corporation 
rather than an open account in- 
debtedness of him (Clarke), but 
declares that the debtor was bet- 
ter protected by such obligation.” 

The Webster Securities Corpora- 
tion is Clarke’s personal company 
and was used to hold his shares in 
the voting stock of Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation. It is in reor- 
ganization under the bankruptcy 
law. 


“Unable to Verify.” 

Referring to Clarke’s explana- 
tion, the report says: “The inves- 
tigator finds himself unable to ver- 
ify this explanation.” 

Interesting details of how 
Clarke’s large open book indebted- 
ness of-nearly $1,000,000 to the com- 
pany of which he was president 
was created are given in the report. 
Besides large cash advances, three 
for $25,000 each and one for $30,000, 
the vouchers for which the report 
says contain “no explanation what- 
ever as to the reason for or the 
use of these advances,” there were 
Clarke’s stock purchases. and his 
building of an expensive home. 

In 1928 the board of directors had 
given Clarke an option to purchase 
150,000 shares of Class B (voting) 
stock of the holding company in 
five annual installments of 30,000 
shares each. The option on the 
first installment was transferred 
to Public Utilities Securities Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary of the hold- 
ing company. The second install- 
ment figured in the Clarke debt. 
The report states: 

“As of Sept. 11, 1929, Mr. Clarke 
exercised this option by drawing on 
his personal account with the 
debtor (holding company) for 
$675,000. Payment of this amount 
was made on Mr. Clarke’s behalf 
and was debited on his personal ac- 
count, voting trust certificates for 
the stock being issued in his name. 
“Attention should be called to the 
fact that this transaction took 
place only a few weeks before the 
stock market crash of October, 
1929, and the resulting money 
stringency which doubtless made it 
difficult for Mr. Clarke to refinance 
this stock purchase elsewhere.” 

A contract for a large home at 
Walworth, Wis., on Lake Geneva, 
was let by Clarke in 1929, the re- 
port says. 

“During the months between Sept. 
1 and Dec. 31, 1929,” the investiga- 
tor states, “Mr. ‘larke drew on 
his personal account with the 
debtor in identifiable amounts ag-

ing contractors for the construction 
of this residence.” 

(The entire building cost charged 
against his personal account be- 
tween Sept. 1, 1929, and July 1, 
1936, including the above amount, 
aggregated more than $150,000.) 

Commenting on this $1,000,000 
transaction, the investigator says: 
“The overdrawn condition of that 
account may be supposed to be due 
to the depression, to large personal 
commitments which Mr. Clarke had 
made prior to October, 1929, and 
to his temporary inability to fi- 
nance himself elsewhere among 
such upset economic’ conditions. 
However, the investigator suggests 
that Mr. Clarke’s handling of the 
funds in question was unusual and 
open to suspicion and that the le- 
gality thereof can only be deter- 
mined in a court of law.” 

The “$2,000,000 deal,” also a 
count in the corporation’s suit 
against Clarke, was studied by the 
investigator. Here, it is alleged 
that on May 15, 1931, the Webster 
Securities Corporation, Clarke’s 
personal investment company, paid 
a note of Clarke’s at the Chase Na- 
tional Bank in New York, aggre- 
gating with interest $1,879,687.50, 
after having received . $2,000,000 
from the securities affiliate, Util- 
ities Power & Light Securities Co., 
which in turn had received $2,000,- 
000 from the parent company, Util- 
ities Power & Light Corporation. 
This caused the holding company 
to look to the Webster corporation 
for the amount paid on the note— 
$1,879,687.50. 

Money Deal “Improper.” 

As to this transaction, the re- 
port says: 

“The investigator questions the 
$2,000,000 transaction as improper 
and as violating the quasi-fiduciary 
relationship inherent in the con- 
temporaneous holding of the pres- 
idency of these companies by a sin- 
gle individual. 

“The debtor appears to have 
been forced by its president, with- 
out authority from its board of 
directors, to lend money to its in- 
vestment subsidiary in order that 
said money might be reloaned to 
the president’s personal holding 
company. It is difficult to see any 
advantage for either the debtor or 
the investment subsidiary in this 
transaction, although Mr. Clarke 
maintains that such advantage did 
exist, with ample mutuality.. . In 
default of proof that the debtor had 
a reasonable chance of realizing a 
profit from the transaction com- 
mensurate with the risk incurred, 
the large sum of money involved 
would appear to have been trans- 
ferred from the debtor through its 
securities company to Webster Se- 
curities Corporation for the sole 
benefit of the latter. ... The in- 
vestigator’s analysis of this trans- 
action leads him to regard it as 
questionable.” 

Odlum’s “Depression Baby.” 

Early in the depression, Floyd 
B. Odlum won the adulation of 
bankers and financiers for his abil- 
ity in producing handsome profits 
out of distressed properties picked 
up at liquidation prices. His Atlas 
Corporation, sometimes described 
as an investment trust, was fre- 
quently extolled as the phenomenal 
“depression baby” of the financial 
world. 

The facts have been published of 
how throughout the depression he 
acquired large amounts of the de- 
bentures of Utilities Power & Light 
Corporation at fractions of their 
face value. Finally, in 1935, he ac- 
quired from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation defaulted notes 
of Clarke’s Webster Securities Cor- 
poration, which carried with them, 
pledged as security, a majority of 
the voting stock of Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation. The RFC 
had taken possession of these notes 
and collateral because they were 
part of the security the old Cen- 
tral Republic Bank of Chicago had 
pledged for large loans it obtained 
from the RFC. 

Atlas Dominant. 

It was recognized that’ these 
transactions placed Odlum in a 
dominant position as to Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation, al- 
though he did not immediately as- 
sume outward control. 

Having considered these facts, 
the investigator says in his report: 
“Fhe investigator believes that 


gregating $71,370.04 to pay build-|

the debts of Webster Securities Cor- 
poration so far exceed the value of 
the securities pledged as collateral 
that the surviving value of Harley 
L. Clarke’s interest in stock of the 
debtor is negligible. These debts 
and their collateral have passed 
into the control of Atlas Corpora- 
tion. The investigator deems it 
evident that Atlas Corporation is 
now in a dominant position with 
regard to the affairs of the debtor. 
Its primary interest, like that of 
its predecessor in the debtor’s af- 
fairs, is seemingly in the handling 
of securities and not in the opera- 
tion of utilities. 

“Mr. Odlum stated specifically to 
the investigator that he did not 
pretend to be a utility operator and 
that his principal concern was to 
make the securities of the holding 
company more valuable. He stated 
that if he could effect a reorgani- 
zation of the debtor so that its 
structure was sound and its fixed 
charges reduced to a figure which 
could easily be carried by the earn- 
ings of the subsidiaries, he would 
have a situation into which he 
could induce high-grade operating 
talent to enter; after which he 
felt the operating problems of the 
debtor would take care of them- 
selves.” 


Three Interests Involved. 

Then follows this highly signifi- 
cant comment: 

“There are thus three outstand- 
ing interests involved in the re- 
alignment of the debtor’s affairs 
now being effected, viz: Harley L. 
Clarke (the re-establishment of 
whose once dominant position seems 
unlikely), Atlas Corporation and 
Associated Gas & Electric Co.” 

The last named company is said 
to own a substantial volume of 
voting stock of Utilities Power & 
Light Corporation. 

“A fourth party,” the report con- 
tinues, “lost sight of at times in 
the management of corporate af- 
fairs and in the drafting of reor- 
ganization plans is the public of 
smal] investors, employes and cus- 
tomers. . . The debtor, through 
its subsidiaries, serves 286,620 elec- 
tric customers and 234,783 gas cus- 
tomers in 588 communities. Its 
combined payrolls include 6400 per- 
sons.” 

Odlum’s Claim for $1,117,000. 

The investigator not only ques- 
tions the general management pol- 
icy of Odlum, but he tells the Court 
that he regards the action of Od- 
lum and the board of directors in 
the matter of sale of the company’s 
English properties as of “question- 
able ethics and validity.” It was 
here Odlum claimed to have earned 
a commission of $1,117,652, and the 
investigators recommends that this 
not be -paid until the Court passes 
on it. 

The English properties, electric 
utilities, were purchased by Clarke 
some years ago. They were held by 
wholly-owned Canadian subsidiary 
of Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion, and throughout the depression 
they werg profitable and continued 
to grow in volume of sales. 

After the financial position of the 
holding company became precarious 
the question of selling these proper- 
ties to get money to strengthen the 
parent company was considered. 

Early in 1936, after the dominant 
position of Odlum in the holding 
company had been established and 
Atlas Corporation had representa- 
tion on the board of directors, Od- 
lum discussed the sale with the di- 
rectors. According to the report, 
Odlum made three proposals. The 
first was that Atlas Corporation 
would exchange $19,000,000 face 
value of the holding company’s de- 
bentures (average purchase price 
of $24,000,000 face value holdings of 
Atlas was later given as 56 cents 
on the dollar), $2,588,000 notes of 
Utilities Power & Light. Securities 
Co., some other securities, and $3,- 
000,000 in cash for all the English 
properties. The company’s auditor 
calculated the value of this offer at 
about $17,190,833 for properties 
which he said should be worth at 
least $25,000,000. The offer also re- 
quired that $2,000,000 of the $3,- 
000,000 cash be used to purchase ad- 
ditional amounts of the holding 
company’s debentures at about 65 
or 75 cents on the dollar. 

Odlum described this proposal as 
tentative and withdrew it when the 
directors objected to it, 
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The second proposal, according 
to the investigator, who quotes the 
directors’ minutes, was that Od- 
lum on behalf of Atlas would pur- 
chase the English properties for 
$21,500,000, with the provisions that 
$3,000,000 of the proceeds be set 
aside for general corporate pur- 
poses and for payment of princi- 
pal and interest of notes of Utili- 
ties Power & Light Securities Com- 
pany (which Atlas had acquired 
from the RFC), and that the bal- 
ance should be used to call for 
tenders of the holding company’s 
debentures at not more than 80 
for the 5 per cent notes and not 
more than 84 for the 5% per cent 
series. Atlas Corporation, which 
then held approximately $20,000,- 
000 of the debentures, purchased at 
bargain prices, would guarantee 
tenders of at least $18,000,000 of 
them. Thus the speculation in the 
debentures would have produced 
for Atlas a profit of several mil- 
lions. 

According to the report, Odlum 
added that if this were not ac- 
ceptable “he would entertain a sug- 
gestion whereby Atlas Corpora- 
tion might become the agent for 
Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion in selling the said English 
properties.” 

Odlum was commissioned by the 
board of directors to go to Eng- 
land to try to sell the properties, 
and a condition was that any 
amount he received over 40 shill- 
ings a share for Edmundson’s 
Electricity Corporation stock, larg- 


divided equally between Odlum and 
the holding company. 
Profit on English Sale. 

In the sale subsequently made at 
43 shillings 3 pence for the Ed- 
mundsons’ shares the net proceeds 
to Utilities Power & Light Cor- 
poration were $24,962,169, which, 
the investigator states, gave. the 
holding company a capital profit 
of $10,432,238 before deducting Od- 
lum’s commission of $1,117,652. 

The investigator reports that Od- 
lum, in a conference with him, 
“stated emphatically that his ob- 
ject in helping with the sale of the 
English properties was not to get 
rid of debentures then held by At- 
las.” e 

“The investigator further volun- 
teered the suggestion,” the report 
continues, “that in view of the 
large interest of the Atlas Corpora- 
tion in the debtor, possibly Mr. 
Odlum should have taken with him 
to negotiate the sale one or more 
of the directors and that possibly 
he should have acted for the 
debtor, either without a compensa- 
tion or for a fixed and moderate 
fce. Mr. Odlum expressed the 
opinion that this suggestion was 
unreasonable and unfair.” ) 
Criticises Odlum and Directors. 

Stating that he regards the ac- 
tion of Odlum and the directors 
as of “questionable ethics and 
validity,” the investigator adds: 

“On June 15, 1936, the date on 
which the power of attorney was 
voted, Atlas Corporation owned or 
controlled approximately 40 per 
cent of the debentures of the 
debtor. In addition, Atlas Corpo- 
ration was the chief creditor of the 
Webster Securities Corporation and 
the Public Utilities Securities Cor- 
poration. Both of these compa- 
nies were in reorganization and 
Atlas Corporation was known to 
the directors as the probable domi- 
nant factor in each of said com- 
panies when reorganized. The two 
companies owned approximately 56 
per cent of the Class B voting stock 
of debtor. 

“Further, Mr. Odlum had stated 
to the directors that he was thor- 
oughly familiar with the value of 
the properties. The directors re- 
garded Mr. Odlum as an outstand- 
ing expert in the sale of foreign 
utilities. 

“Under these circumstances Mr. 
Odlum could not be said to be deal- 
ing at arm’s length with strangers. 
The directors considered him as 
practically one of themselves and 
believed that he was co-operating 
with them to work out a plan for 
the financial rehabilitation of the 
debtor. 

“Mr. Odlum, then, was under a 
positive duty to disclose all in- 
formation he possessed concerning 
possible purchasers of the English 
properties and in particular the 


highest price which in his opinion

might be obtained, and to give 
them his fullest counsel. So far 
as the investigator is advised, Mr. 
Odlum gave the directors no de- 
tailed analysis of possible purchas- 
ers and prices and contented him- 
self with the statement that he was 
not sure he could get more than 
40 shillings per share for such a 
large blocks of stock. ... 

“The actual sale was completed 
within a week of his arrival in Lon- 
don. 

“Tll-Advised Haste.” 

“The records of the board of di- 
rectors and the circumstances sur- 
rounding the transaction indicate 
ill-advised haste to convert the 
properties into cash, with Mr. Od- 
lum consistently the moving party. 
It seems inescapable that Mr. Od- 
lum had more knowledge than he 
disclosed to the directors of the 
precise situation of the market and 
the possibilities of a quick sale. The 
application of J. Henry Schroder 
Banking Corporation for a place in 
a syndicate which, this London fi- 
nancial house had heard in Janu- 
ary, 1936, was being formed by At- 
las Corporation to buy the English 
properties, should have led the di- 
rectors to ascertain from Mr. Od- 
lum what basis there was for such 
a rumor. 

“As an ‘interested’ agent for a 
board of directors admittedly poor- 
ly informed of the facts and values 
of the properties, was it not his 
duty to disclose all of his knowl- 
edge?” 

This investigator states that up 
to the time the petition for reor- 
ganization of the company Was 
filed in Federal Couzt in January, 
1937, the holding company had 
used from proceeds of the English 
sale $633,608 to purchase its own 
debentures at discounts from face 
value. He states that a plan of re- 
organization on file provides for 
use of a substantial majority of the 
proceeds for reducing the debenture 
obligations of the company. 

In an intervening petition filed 
in the reorganization proceeding 
Clarke charged that Odlum had 
worked a fraud upon him and the 
corporation, and had sold the En- 
glish properties for several million 
dollars less than their true worth. 
He also filed suit in New York 
against Odlum, Atlas Corporation 
and the Manufacturers’ Trust Co., 
alleging that the properties were 
sold for $7,000,000 less than their 
true value.

vast building program to be fi-

cian’s hat. At his press conference 
yesterday the President shied away 
from direct questioning on this 
subject, saving that it was in the 
study stage. He merely pointed out 
what everyone knows about the lag 
in private housing, that interest 
rates are high for home builders 
and that material, land and labor 
costs must be reduced to stimulate 
private construction. 


By hinting that he has a compre- 
Rensive plan for a private building 
program to replace the pump prim- 
ing by Government funds, the Pres- 
ident has inspired talk that he will 
take a more friendly attitude to- 
ward industry and finance during 
the coming sessions. He has also 
indicated in roundabout way that 
he is ready to co-operate with the 
privately owned utilities if they will 


ly aid industry. On top of this, 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau this week repeated the gen- 
er-1 hopes of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration for a balanced budget 
by June 30, 1939. 

Change of Front, Maybe? 

These are scanty data for defi- 
nite conclusion, yet they are being 
accepted by the returning members 
of Congress as evidence that the 
business recession has forced a 
change of front, if not a change of 
heart, by the administration. The 
industrial decline is something Mr. 
Roosevelt cannot explain by saying 
“we planned it that way,” and mem- 
bers assert that their constituents 
expect them to do something about 
the increased unemployment, _ the 
mounting local relief costs and the 
rise in the price of living. 

Even more than the past, the 
President can look for the greatest 
opposition in the Senate, where the 
bitterness of the Supreme Court 
fight has not been erased. He-<e, 
too, hé has an untried leader in 
Barkley of Kentucky, who was 
elected with White House support, 
over the party wheelhorse, Harri- 
son of Mississippi, chairman of the 
strategic and powerful Finance 
Committee. The late Senator Rob- 
inson of Arkansas, with the active 
aid of Harrison and Vice-President 
Garner, was able to hold the party 
in line through his own prestige 
and personality. Garner and Har- 
rison, at the last session, gave am- 
ple evidence that they would not 
always co-operate with the Presi- 
dent and the new floor leader, and 
Harrison has already indicated that 
he is coming to W&shingtor with 
ideas of his own on taxation, a key 
subject of the regular session. 

At this time last year, Mr. Roose- 
velt was re-established in the White 
House with the greatest electoral 
majority of recent times, and there 
was talk of an “era of good feel- 
ing.” The President, by his unsuc- 
cessful fight on the Supreme Court, 
changed the whole picture. The re- 
convening Congress will be in a 
different mood from what it was 
last January. The Western trip 
satisfied Mr. Roosevelt that he re- 
tained his prestige with the voters. 
The coming session will show 
whether he can regain his control

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RED ARMY STRENGTH 
SET AT 1,400,000 


Younger Men Are Being Con- 
scripted by Soviet Gov- 
ernment, 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Nov. 13.—Military 


statistics are the most closely guar- 
ed of Soviet secrets, but foreign 


military attaches estimate the Red 
Army at about 1,400,000 men, of 
whom possibly 550,000 are the fresh 
conscripts of 1937, ranging in age 
from 20 to 22. 

The figures for the 1937 class, 
composed of men born in 1915, 1916 
and 1917, are based on an estimate 
that about one-half of approximate- 
ly a million men examined were ac- 
cepted for service. 

Military experts point out that se- 
lection of conscripts is made with 
the country’s peacetime require- 
ments in view. Aside ‘from the 
physically unfit, thousands are ex- 
cused from service to continue tech- 
nical training for industrial or pro- 
fessional careers, or because their 
work in factories, shops and fields 
is considered essential to the coun- 
try’s industrial and economic de- 
velopment. 

Before the new system of draft- 
ing was introduced last year, com- 
pulsory military service began at 
the age of 22, Soviet authorities 
said experience showed that was 
too far along in life to begin mili- 
tary training. 

Two to four years of training for 
civilian life was lost at the very 
beginning of the adult careers of 
most men. When they left the 
army at the age of 2 or 26, to 
enter farms, factories, offices or 
laboratories, the acquisition of skill 
in their peaceful pursuits had been 
unduly delayed. 

Under the present program, by 
calling younger men to service un- 
der the Red flag each year, the 
draft age will be established at 19 
years by 1940. Since service ig for 
two years in the infantry and three 
to four years in the _ technical 
branches, the Russian soldier even- 
tually will be no older than 23 when 
he returns to civilian life. 

The estimate of 550,000 men con- 
scripted this year is about the 
same as estimates for last year and 
higher than those for 1935, when 
approximately 400,000 men were 
drafted.

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RAIN AT NORTH POLE 
ON 43 OF 89 DAYS 


Findings of Russians Also 
Show Last Summer Was 
Warmer Than Usual, 


By the Associated Press. 

MILTON, Mass., Nov, 13.—Com- 
ments about the climate at the 
North Pole, relayed here from the 
Royal Meteorological Society of 
London, reached the Harvard Uni- 
versity Blue Hill observatory this 
week. 

“Rain and drizzle was noted on 
as many as 48 out of 89 days,” re- 
ported E, L. Hawke in the London 
Society’s journal. 

The British scientist, discussing 
1937 Russian studies at the Pole, 
said either there has been “a gcn- 
eral increase in the warmth of the 
Polar summers since late in the 
Victorian era” or else last summer’s 
weather was unusually mild. 

Records of the Norwegian explor- 
er Fridtjof Nansen in 1893-96, which 
informed meteorologists that the 
top of the world was shrouded in 
clouds and fogs all summer, were 
borne out by this year’s studies cf 
the Soviet exploratory expedition, 
the journal stated. Almost 100 per 
cent of cloudiness in June, and 
nearly as much overcast weather in 
July and August, were the findings 
of the Russian expedition. 

So dense was the fog encount- 
ered this summer at the Pole that 
the “few occasions” of clear weath- 
er were deemed worthy of special 
‘note in the records, 

Temperatures of FW degrees in 
June, “hot” weather averaging 32.5 
degrees in July, and 
weather in August were never more 
than a degree different from the 
temperatures recorded a generation 
ago by Nansen. The slight differ- 
ence, however, indicated generally 
warmer weather, the report added,

MAYOR LA GUARDIA, WESTERNER 


LA GUARDIA: A BIOGRAPHY. By Jay 
Franklin. (Modern Age Books, Inc., New 
York.) 


ESPITE the prevailing nction, 
New York City’s recently re- 
elected Mayor and Tiger-tamer 
is not an “East Side alien’ who 


Instead, he is a Western American, 
a product of frontier environment, 
whose political philosophy was 
molded on this side of the Missis- 
sippi. 

That is the point Mr. Franklin 
reiterates throughout his biography, 
and the approach from which he in- 
terprets Fiorello Henrico LaGuar- 
dia’s career and character. For al- 
though he was born in a crowded 
Varick street tenement to parents 
recently immigrated from Italy, 
LaGuardia’s formative years, from 
infancy to early manhood, were 
spent in South Dakota and Ari- 
zona, largely at army posts where 
his father was a military musician. 
There followed a period in Europe, 
in the Américan consular service, 
before he returned, at 24, to start 
from the bottom in New York and 
become at last “the best Mayor 
the city ever had.”

Through his whole career, the 

biographer shows, the Western in- 


Guardia adopted the “protective 
coloration” of his alien constitu- 
ency while climbing the political 
ladder. In he trained un- 
der and with men of the 


Hiram Johnson. Always an irreg- 
ular, he still has the Westerner’s 
scorn of party labels. He was a 
New Dealer before the New Deal 
was born. Advocates of LaGuar- 
dia as presidential timber may be 
counted upon to bring his all-Amer- 
ican background to public notice.

This is a campaign biography in 
the sense that its publication co- 
incided with the recent mayoralty 
race and that the accent is placed 
on LaGuardia’s role in New York 
politics and administration. But 
it is a campaign portrait done with 
a candid camera, an instrument no- 
torious for its sometimes dismaying 
realism. 

Mr. Franklin is a partisan, yet 
he claims no perfection for his sub- 
ject. For instance, his appraisal of 
LaGuardia as Mayor: “He was 
energetic, industrious, ubiquitous, 
tireless. He was also short-tem- 
pered, cranky, intolerant of criti- 
cism, bossy.” The diagnosis is 
“that noble disease of the mind: an 
artistic temperament.” (The fore- 
word explains, “This is not an au- 
thorized biography.”) 

The book is brilliantly written, 
as readers could note in the extract 
reprinted on the Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial page last Sunday, The au- 
thor is careful to draw in the back- 
ground of the times against which 
his subject was and is a star actor. 
For it is not LaGuardia’s life with 
which the writer is primarily con- 
cerned, but his significance in 
American public affairs.

IMPERIAL CITY. By Elmer Rice. (Coward- 
McCann Inc., New York.) 


LMER RICE may have left the 

theater, but, as this first novel 

amply proves, the theater has 
not left him. Chapter openings 
have the air of entries, and no chap- 
ter comes to an end without an 
exit. The characters stand on 
boards rather than on earth, and 
are possessed of all the nervousness 
and excitement of opening nights. 


It is a perfectly prepared and re- 
hearsed performance, however, and 
artificial lights do not dim the bril- 
liant blend of character, situation 
and dialogue. Chief actor is Chris- 
topher Coleman, head of the finan- 
cial House of Coleman, whose name 
is spoken with awe in the counting- 
rooms and chancelleries of the 
world, but not in the bosom of his 
family. A most convincing villain, 
he is admirably offset by his broth- 
er Gayllard, a “nasty liberal” pro- 
fessor, who opposes Christopher’s 
power-mad career by advocating a 
redistribution of wealth. The con- 
flict between them, beginning with 
Christopher’s attempt to put their 
drunken mother in a home for the 
incurably alcoholic, and ending 
with Christopher’s refusal to bring 
the proud name of Coleman into a 
court where their youngest brother 
is on trial for murder, involves doz- 
ens of other lives, and is presented 
with a fine sense of dramatic 
values.

As often happens, some of the 
“lesser” characters contribute the 
most important parts. Particularly 
notable are the following: Mac, the

A WORLD HISTORY OF ART. By Sheldon 
Cheney. (The Viking Press, New York.) 


HERE are indeed giants in the 

book world these days. Novels, 

sociological studies, anthologies 
of this and that, biographies and 
autobiographies, studies in philoso- 
phy and literature—all have taken 
on a robustness reminiscent of ear- 
lier days, when a man didn’t have 
to read as he ran. Now, with Hen- 
drik Willem Van Loon’s “The Arts” 
only a few fortnights off the press 
and happily along on its initiatory 
mission, there comes Sheldon 
Cheney’s “A World History of Art,” 
a 950-page examination of “the un- 
ity and continuity of artistic expres- 
sion, through man’s unceasing if 
disjointed tenancy of the civilized 
world.” 


Mr. Cheney, like Mr. Van Loon, 
champions the modern view, and 
s0, perhaps, will meet the raised 
eyebrows of those who see the world 
of art through a flutter of ref- 
erence books and a dust storm of 
dates and “influences.” More 
scholarly than Mr. Van Loon, less 
given to whimsical meanderings in 
esthetic bypaths, he nevertheless 
has the same object—to reveal the 
joyousness of art, to exhume it 
from the cemetery of data the 
chroniclers have buried it in, to 
rescue it from the maze of disputed 
doctrines and explications in which 
long years of intellectualized com- 
mentary have left it. 

Mr. Chehey to this end proposes 
“history as introduction and stimu. 
lus, not history as annotation and 
classification.” As historian he is 
definite in his progressive leanings. 
He deprecates the “disquieting sur- 
vival of Western intellectual ar- 
rogance” which has so long con: 
cealed or ignored our artistic debt 
to the Orient. He is at one with 
those who judge art as much by 
what it says to the appraising sub- 
conscious as by its static subject- 
and-meaning values and technica) 
craftsmanship. He exalts E) Greco 
as a supreme artist, foreseeing that 
“in future histories he is certain to 
demand more space than Phidias or 
Gainsborough or Velasquez—-more 
even than Raphael, supreme divin: 
ity in the Victorian hierarchy.”

Mr. Cheney’s text is illuminated 
by nearly 5Q0 photographic repro- 
ductions which corroborate pictor- 
ially his contention that art is 
fundamentally a sensuous experi- 
ence. He writes with ease and 
smoothness, with apt quotation and 
lucid exposition. There are 28 
pages of valuable appendices. 

This is a gratifying volume, in- 
formative and stimulating, prophetic 
yet not iconoclastic. It will mark 
a new advance for the author of “A 
Primer of Modern Art,” “The New 
World Architecture,” “Expression- 
ism in Art” and “The Theater.”

AN ARTIST IN AMERICA. By Thomas Hart 
Benton. (Robert M. McBride G Co., 
New York.) 


HOMAS HART BENTON needs 
Tx introduction to Missourians. 
If his sweeping mural in the 
capitol building at Jefferson City, 
depicting Missouri's social history, 
has not made him known in the 
byways of the State, his comments 
in defending it against prudish ob- 
jectors have done so. His reputa- 
tion as one of the foremost paint- 
ers of America is already secure. 
Now comes his “An Artist in Amer- 
ica,” which the publishers call his 
autobiography, but which is less 
than an autobiography and far 
more than a mere personal record. 


When he was in St. Louis last 
week Benton explained that the 
volume was originally intended to 
be a travel book recording observa- 
tions made on his many trips to the 
South and the West which began 
some half-dozen years ago when, 
fed up with New York, he set out 
to see America. The 64 colored il- 
lustrations were not drawn for the 
book, he said, but\the book was 
written for and about them.

There seems to be little reason 
why Missourians should not like 
“An Artist in America.”

It is 
more than the mere accident of 
birth, however, that makes Benton 
a Missourian. The state means the 
Middle West to him, and when he 
left New York he decided that the 
energy, the drive and the life of 
the country today were in this sec- 
tion. 

He is not a Missouri isolationist, 
however, and it is the whole coun- 
try that interests him. On his trav- 
els he investigated both the tobacco 
road country and the genteel homes 
of the South. He knows the Caro- 
lina mountains, has floated down 
the Mississippi River and bummed 
with the Western cowboys. He has 
just returned from a month’s stay 
in Hollywood and is contemplating 
a float down the Tennessee River. 

It is America that shines through 
these pages—the less picturesque 
America, the America of unherald- 
ed people. The book is written with 
the zest and forthrightness that 
characterize the author’s canvases.

“The leadership of industrialists 
and financiers is being discarded 
by labor for the leadership of union 
officers and organizers,” says Mr.

In 
a chapter on “Anti-unionism” Mr. 
Brooks describes the means and 
methods by which strikes are brok- 
en, and much space is devoted to 
the business policies, administra- 
tion and leadership of unions.

HORACE WALPOLE’S CORRESPONDENCE

ORACE WALPOLE has often 

been called the best letter writ- 

er in the English language; and 
few will deny that he ranks near 
the top in that almost forgotten art. 
His correspondence which has sur- 
vived a number of publications still 
retains its original charm, The 
grace and facility of his pen are as 
striking to twentieth century read- 
ers as to those,of an earlier 
day.

It 
includes not only Walpole’s own 
letters, but those written to him as 
well, and each document is exhaus- 
tively annotated. The first two vol- 
umes contain the correspondence 
with William Cole, covering the 
period from 1762 to 1782. Other vol- 
umes are to appear in the future. 
* * « 


English antiquities furnish the 
principal theme of this series of let- 
ters, a topic dear to the hearts of 
both Walpole and Cole. From be- 
ginning to end both writers kept 
fairly close to the subject in hand; 
consequently, the letters are more 
restricted in general interest than 
the correspondence between Walpole 
and Hertford, for example, or 
Horace Mann. Still the differing 
personalities of the two men are 
sufficiently revealed even here. Wal- 
pole is consistently the man of the 
world, suave, elegant and ever so 
slightly condescending, while Cole, 
the Anglican clergyman, is as con- 
sistently stiff, pompous and ornate. 
According to the fashion of the 
time, both are profuse in their mu- 
tual compliments and expressions 
of esteem; but Cole was obviously 
the more genuine in his admiration. 
He is continually apologizing for 
his “impertinent” comments, which 
he decries as so much “scribble;” 
and for the “rubbish” that he sends 
to Walpole. Indeed, in their psy- 
chological interest alone, the letters 
more than repay the modern read- 
er for his time.

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The mon- 
etary agreement among the United 
States, Britain and France, worked 
to aid the dollar in foreign ex- 
change markets this week. 

As European currencies soared to 


terms of the dollar, at the start of 
the week exchange control funds 
abroad bought dollars in large 
amounts, striving to hold down the 
fluctuations. Advices from Paris 
indicated the French control fund 
purchased around $100,000,000. 

At mid-week the dollar developed 
new strength, in the wake of more 
cheerful business news in Washing- 
ton and Wall Street. 

The demand tor gold, however, 
continued in London. At one time 
early in the week, gold sold in the 
London free market at the equiva- 
lent of $35.12 an ounce, making it 
profitable to ship to London in- 
stead of this country, with its $35 
price. 

As a consequence, the week, for 
the first time in some months, went 
by without any gold engagements 
abroad for shipment to New York. 
Instead, the flow of gold turned 


away from this country. Two ship- 
ments, resulting from exchange 
control operations pursuant to the 
tripartite agreement, were an- 
nounced by the Treasury—one of 
$10,250,000 to France, and $5,000,000 
to Britain. The Treasury indicated 
other shipments might follow.

TREND IN MARKET BASKET 
ITEMS, RENTS, CLOTHING 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—October 
cost of living rose .1 per cent from 
September, according to the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board. 
Food alone among the major cost 
items was down; while rent, cloth- 
ing, fuel and sundrieg advanced. 

Market-basket necessaries, nor- 
mally taking about one-third of the 
living dollar, have been pushing 
steadily downward for five months. 
The conference board’s index 
dipped to 86.7 per cent of the 1923 
average, a setback of 2 per cent 
from the May peak. Although still 
more than 2 per cent higher than in 
the comparable month last year, ta- 
ble staples are 21 per cent under 
the same month in 1929. 

Rents advanced for the forty- 
sixth consecutive month. They are 
currently 10 per cent above last 
year’s level and only 3 per cent un- 
der October, 1929. 

Contributions to the landlord, 
analysts say, account for from be- 
tween one-quarter and one-third of 
the living budget, depending on 
place of domicile. Clothing cost 7 
per cent more in October than it 
did a year ago, although still some 
20 per cent under 1929, 

The upturn in coal quotations 
was seasonal. The current figure 
was slightly under last year and 8.4 
per cent less than in 1929.

TRAINING FOR QUICK

Theory Is to Build Up In- 
dustrial Reserve Without 
Interfering .With Civil 
Trade Output.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—Half con- 
cealed by the more spectacular 
phases of British rearmament, En- 
gland’s “shadow industries” are 
getting under way. After a stormy 
beginning, which threatened to 
wreck the Government’s plan to 
prepare industry for war without 
hampering peace-time production, 
English automobile factories are 
turning out airplane engines, and 
the same system is being extended 
to the manufacture of other war 
material. 

The “shadow scheme” as it is of- 
ficially called in Government publi- 
cations, was first proposed by the 
Ministry in March, 1936, ag part of 
a far-reaching plan of imperial] de- 
fense. In addition to a _ definite 
program of naval and military con- 
struction, the Government proposed 
to insure “the fullest and most ef- 
fective use” of British industry in 
case of war. It was pdinted out 
that in the World War there was a 
“tragic loss of life in consequence 
of the lack of adequate reserves” 
of munitions and equipment during 
the early months, and that this 
contingency must be provided for. 

The most obvious method of do- 
ing so would be to set the factories 
to work turning out large stocks of 
munitions and equipment, far in ex- 
cess of normal peace-time needs. 
They would remain in storage until 
the outbreak of war. But the dif- 
ficulty about this solution igs that 
it would not only demand a huge 
initial outlay of money, but would 
fail to guard against obsolescence. 
A rifle made now and stored in an 
armory might be wholly outmoded 
in a year. 

Training for Civil Trade Firms. 

The other approach to the prob- 
lem was to so organize industry 
that it could turn rapidly from 
peace to war production should the 
need arise. To do this, the Gov- 
ernment propaséd to select several 
firms which did not normally make 
military apparatus, but which had 
the skilled engineers and workmen 
for the purpose. Arrangements 
would be made with such firms to 
install the necessary machinery, 
and to produce enough war mate- 
rials to give them experience in 
this type of work. 

The scheme was not developed in 
detail in the 1936 defense program. 
But the principle was laid down 
that “each selected firm, while 
maintaining and developing its 
normal civil trade, will agree to 
use its organization and commercial 
structure to set up some measure 
of munition production and thus 
create the reserve source of sup- 
ply.” 

It was important in the develop- 
ment of the so-called “war poten- 
tial” that the peace-time productiv- 
ity of the plants be not disturbed. 
This was in contrast to the German 
rearmament program, wherein the 
whole national economic structure 
was subordinated to manufactur- 
ing for war purposes. Great Brit- 
ain preferred to avoid the disloca- 
tion of industry which this would 
entail, and the Government also 
rejected suggestions for the com- 
plete natiofalization of munitions 
works, though many additional 
plants were constructed by the 
authorities. 


“Shadow Factories” for Munitions. 
When the shadow scheme was 
broached, the Committee of Impe- 
rial Defense had already made a 
survey of firms in civil work, to 
determine their possibilities in 
event of war and to allocate them 
tentatively to the three services— 
army, navy and air forces. Seven 
large automobile concerns were 
asked by the Air Ministry to co- 
operate with the Government in the 
development of war potential. Tne 
Government was to erect “shadow 
factories” which were to be man- 
aged by the private companies in 
as close association with their 
peace-time activities as possible. 

The product of these factories 
was to contribute to the present 
arms expansion program, and they 
were to be maintained after the 
program was completed, for imme- 
diate utilization in event of war— 
when, presumably, the whole of the 
companies concerned were also to 
be turned over to war work. The 
firms were to form a joint commit- 
tee, under whose direction and that 
of the Government the work was 
to be carried on. 

It was decided that the factories | 
were to build airplane engines. To 
avoid the difficulty of duplicating 
machinery and precision tools and 
gauges, as well as certain super- 
visory complications, each factory 
was to build a different part of the 
engine. 

Lord Nuffield, the “Henry Ford 
of England,” head of Welseley Mo- 
tors, Ltd., one of the firms which 
joined the scheme at the outset, was 
not in favor of this division of la- 
bor. He pointed out that it was 
contrary to the Government’s an- 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 13.—A

to the lowlands of Yucatan under 
the leadership of their priests. 

Possibly the change involved the 
dethronement of the priests and all 
they stood for, Linton Satterhwaite 
Jr., field director of the expedition, 
reported. 

The expedition set out in March 
for a study of the architectural fea- 
tures of the ancient temples and 
palaces in an effort to trace chron- 
ologically the development of Mayan 
culture, The work of the sciéntists 


was concentrated at Piedras Ne 
gras, a deserted city of the race. 

“For the second time there was 
discovered evidence that human 
agencies apparently had contribu- 
ted to some extent, at least, in the 
destruction of thrones in the sacred 
palaces,” Satterthwaite explained. 

“In both instances parts of shat- 
tered stone thrones lay in the pal- 
ace ruins, while missing sections of 
the same thrones which could not 
have been removed by natural 
causes were found buried beneath 
jungle vegetation at some distanee 
from the palaces, or were missing 
entirely. 

“The discovery of evidence that 
human agencies played some part 
in the destruction and removal of 
sacred objects is significant. 

“While the discovery does not 
solve by any means thé mystery 
surrounding the fundamental causes 
of the decline of Mayan culture, 
it suggests that violence resulted 
from those causes.” 


CHARGES JAPAN USES 
OPIUM AGANST CHES 


Association Says North China 
Was Flooded With Narcotic 
to Ease Subjugation. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13—The 
American Narcotic Defense Asso- 
ciation today characterized Japan’s 
military campaign in North China 
as “the first victory in world ‘his- 
tory won with a narcotic needle.” 

Dr. Arthur La Roe, association 
president, said North China had 
been “flooded with narcotics re- 
fined in Manchoukuo, to the moral 
degradation of the Chinese people 
and the success of Japanese arms.” 
Half the population of the region, 
he asserted, had been introduced to 
the use of opium by the Japanese 
“in order to ease the task of mili- 
tary subjugation.” 

“Japan protects her own popula- 
tion,” he said. “The use of opium 
is forbidden in the Empire. But 
she enslaves the rest of the world. 
Last year Manchuokuo alone had 
18 opium refineries in operation . 

“Just before the start of the hos- 
tilities in China, Dr. C. 8. Mei, 
Chinese Administrator for Opium, 
organized 1800 hospitals of from 75 
to 350 beds to cope with the addic- 
tion problem. Now they are hav- 
ing a hard time getting armies to- 
gether which do not need the drug. 
An addict soldier with narcotics, 
in the hands of the enemy, is worse 
than useless.” . 

Dr. La Roe asserted Japan was 
on the eve of a “grand-scale of- 
fensive intended to bring her world 
domination by morally disintegrat- 
ing other races through the opium 
habit.” Ninety per cent of the 
opium, and its derivatives, which 
are shipped illicitly through Tient- 
sin, distributing point for the con- 
traband in North China, is sent to 
the United States, he said. 

“This country,” he declared, “is 
going to pay the cost of Japan's 
military excursion in China by the 
purchase of Japanese opium. Many 
of the shipments are not sent di- 
rectly to the United States for dis- 
position through organized rings. 
They are taken to other countries 
and trans-shipped, but ultimately 
they reach the United States, the 
biggest per capita consumer of nar- 
cotics in the world.” 

“We are creating new addicts at 
the rate of 100,000 a year—perhaps 
faster now, with the aid of mari- 
huana.” He said marihuana, or 
“loco weed,” is responsible for the 
major part of recent sex crimes. 

Marihuana itself is not an ad- 
dicting: narcotic, Dr. La Roe said. 
He explained that forcible cessation 
of ity use does not cause death or 
serious physical harm, but users 
rapidly graduate to opium, mor- 
phine, heroin or some other form of 
narcotic.

DUELING REGAINING 
FAVOR IN GERMANY 


Rapiers or Pistols for Men, 
Boxing Gloves for Youths— 
Many Honor Courts.

BERLIN.—Dueling is regaining 
popularity in Nazi Germany, with 
rapiers and pistols for the men and 
boxing gloves for youths who would 
settle affairs of honor. 

Oldest tradition of German uni- 
versities, the dueling of today has 
been given some modern touches— 
a lighter rapier usually replaces the 
once customary heavy saber; an 
apology clause under a revised stu- 
dent honor code makes mediation 
possible, and an honor court re- 
places the older duel committee, 
comprised of the four deputies of 
the combatants. 

“Sanctity of man’s honor” has be- 
come a Nazi battle cfy, and a Nazi 
student or party member from the 
youngest Hitler youth up may use 
the duel to maintain it. 

Many Honor Courts. 

Honor courts for ruling on the 
duels are maintained throughout 
the nation, their rules patterned 
after the student honor code which 
was issued last June. The Nazi 
party itself operates five honor 
courts, and similar institutions are 
operated by the students and by 
branches of the industries, crafts- 
men’s guilds and Nazi journalists. 

Duels with pistols are the excep- 
tion—the recent fatal wounding of 
Storm Troop Leader Roland E. 
Strunk in contest with Hor-t 
Krutschinna, Hitler youth worker, 
is the only one known to have oc- 
curred in Germany since the bar 
on dueling was lifted in 1933 
Krutschinna, party sources said, 
committed suicide. _ 

The light rapier generally is 
used, but old alumni are permitted 
the heavy saber. The boxing gloves 
are for the settlement of incidents 
among Nazi youth groups. 

The combat ring is a rectangle 
7 by 38 feet, within which the op- 
ponents c move about freely— 
a style which is called the “sprung- 
mensur.” This form requires great 
skill and considerable courage. 

The commonly used light saber 
weighs 28.2 ounces and has a blade 
length of 35 inches. Fifteen inches 
of the edge and six inches of the 
back of the blade are ground 
sharp. The point is filed off. 

“Simple” and “Heavy” Duels. 

In serious cases, the opponents 
face each other with exposed 
chests, only the main arteries and 
the abdomen being protected by 
leather bandages. Duels of a light- 
er character call for bandages to 
protect head, eyes, neck, arms, 
heart and abdomen, and for gloves 
of mail. 

The “simple” saber duel is fixed 
at 30 minutes, with two-minute in- 
termissions every 10 minutes. The 
“heavy” duel ends when one com- 
batant is disabled. 

It still is unwritten law among 
the students that wincing is “dis- 
honoring conduct.” Seconds and 
witnesses of either party are on 
the constant lookout to detect the 
slightest flicker in the eyes of the 
opponent, or an expression of pain 
after a cut. In such case, the duel 
is stopped immediately and the 
“weakling” dismissed from the fra- 
ternity. 

In case of the death of one duel- 
ist, the old Imperial Army Corps 
tradition of six months to one 
year’s confinement for the other in 
a fortress is said still to be in 
force.

the Department of Mines in Cuba, 

Tentative provisions in the pro- 
posed measure, according to Lora, 
make it mandatory that holds of 
oil claims aggregating 25,000 hec- 
tares (62,500 acres) must drill one 
well for each thousand actes with- 
in three years or surrender their 
claims on the undrilled property. 
In Cuba, where mineral rights be- 
long to the state and oil lands aré 
not leased, registration of a claim 
holds the land for the developer.

NATIONAL FORESTS VISITED 
BY 30,800,000 .IN 1996-7 


This Is an Increase of 29 Per Cent; 
Los Angeles Leads With 
1,480,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.— The 
Federal Forest Service reported 
30,801,938 persons visited the na- 
tion’s 157 national forests during 
the 1937 fiscal year, an increase 
of 29 per cent over the total in the 
preceding fiscal year. 

The Los Angeles National Forest 
in California led with 1,481,000 vis- 
itors. 

Thirty-three forests had more 
than 100,000 visitors each, includ- 
ing the White Mountain National 
Forest in Maine and New Hamp- 
shire; Alleghany in Pennsylvania; 
Shawnee in Illinois: Ottawa in 
Michigan; Deer Lodge and Gak 
latin in Montana; Arapaho, Pike 
and Roosévelt in Colorado; Medi- 
cine Bow in Wyoming; Cibola and 
Coronado in New Mexico; Cache in 
Idaho; Wasatch in Utah; Mount 
Baker, Snoqualmie and Wenatchee 
in Washington; Mount Hood and 
Siuslaw in Oregon; Angeles, Cleve- 
land, El Dorado, Lassen, Los 
Padres, Mono, San Bernardino, Se- 
quoia, Shasta, Sierra, Stanislaus and 
Tahoe in California.

Yale’s great Clint Frank for the 
second straight Saturday scored all 
his team’s touchdowns as the Bull- 
dogs trounced their traditional 
rival, Princeton, 26 to 0, in rain- 
swept Yale Bowl. 

To his three scoring runs against 
Brown a week ago, the shifty, hard- 
running Eli leader added four more 
today, two of them on spectacular 
weaving trips from past midfield 
that brought the sodden crowd of 
40,000 to. its feet.

Nimrods in the 
Central and North-Central parts of 
Missouri had fair luck against the 
bob-whites but in those areas quail 
are comparatively scarce because 
of the unprotected areas on the 
flat land where drouths and severe 
cold have combined during the past 
couple of years in making the quail 
crop low. In other parts of the 
State, where cover conditions are 
good and where birds are reported 
to be more plentiful than at any 
time during the past decade, rains 
kept the hunters indoors. 

Hunters who did get out in the 
well-protected areas met with ex- 
cellent success. Especially are the 
quail plentiful along draws, rivers 
and wooded lands. Most noticeable 
is the fact that coveys in general 
seem to be unusually large; the 
birds are also heavier than last sea- 
son. 

Hunters are urged to leave at 
least six birds in each covey so 
they might properly breed and keep 
the covey alive. Warnings are 
again in order that there is a closed 
season on quail in seven counties 
in Missouri. Those counties are, 
Washington, Davies, Caldwell, Mer- 
cer, Christian, Hickory and Saline. 
All except Washington are in the 
western half of the State. 


Pot Shots. 


Firearm fatalities have been ma- 
terially reduced by educational cam- 
paigns, but need for greater cau- 
tion on the part of sportsmen is 
emphasized by the American Wild- 
life Institute.

PLANS, ESTIMATES 


Amendments to existing Federal 
legislation and administrative 
changes needed for encouragement 
of sound new home building and 
national housing advance are out- 
lined in a program supported by 
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the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards after discussions at 
its recent annual convention in 
Pittsburgh, Oct. 20-22, and after 
subsequent conferences begveen of- 
ficers of the association and ad- 
ministration leaders upon present 
needs and outlook in housing and 
new building. 

The program backed by the asso- 
ciation is built upon the conviction 
that in the present economic situa- 
tion immediate and nation-wide 
stimulus to home building is an 
urgent national necessity. 

Action in the post-convention con- 
ferences follows adoption by the 
association at Pittsburgh of a se- 
ries of resolutions constituting a 
platform as to nationa] needs in 
housing, real estate finance, taxa- 
tion and calling for a restudy of 
American cities looking to protec. 
tion of homes’ and other urban in- 
vestment against neighborhood de- 
terioration. 

ts Asked. 


The association through Paul E. 
Stark, Madison, Wis., president, 
asks for the following as amend- 
ments in the law governing the 
Federal Housing Administration 
and administrative changes under 
the act: 

1. Amendment of the F H A Act 
to permit insurance of mortgages 

to 90 per cent of the value of 
land and structures on homes of 
$6000 or under. Such mortgages 
would be insured under procedures 
already established by F H A. 

2. Rewriting or revival of Title I 
of the F H A Act so as to provide 
for insurance of bank loans made 
to operative home builders to assist 
in financing construction. 

3. The development of an ap- 
proved list of operative home build- 
ers eligible for F H A insurance on 
their construction loans as well as 
for insurance of general mortgages 
covering their entire operations. 
This can be done under the regula- 
tions and is consistent with the 
present practice of F H A in having 
a list of approved mortgagees. 

4. A reduction of the interest rate 
on insurable mortgages from 5 to 4 
per cent and lengthening: of the pe- 
riod of amortization through appro- 
priate amendments to the act. 

5. Rewriting of Title III of FHA 
go as to provide for a central mort- 
gage bank to purchase sound mort- 


Bages. 

Changes Previously Requested. . 

6. Other changes previously re- 
quested in the F H A Act, includ- 
ing: (a) reduction of insurance 
premiums as capital amount of the 
insured mortgage is reduced; (b) 
provisiqn that in case of a default- 
ed mortgage the mortagee receives 
cash or its equivalent for his claim; 
(c) provision for insurance of any 
sound large scale housing project 
without unworkable limitation on 
rentals; (d) provision for releases 
from the general mortgage obliga- 
tions on large scale projects for 
gales made. 

That the average American fam- 
fly can make only a 10 per cent 
down payment for its home was 
the concensus of delegates present 
at the association’s recent Pitts- 
burgh convention. President Stark 
points out that four-fifths of all 
homes are bought with 10 per cent 
down payments and therefore carry 
90 per cent mortgages of one kind 
or another. He believes that on the 
whole it is better that first and 
second mortgages be consolidated 
in one instrument with one mortga- 
gee so that the borrower can have 
the benefit of a repayment plan 
over along period of years which is 
adjusted to his needs. 

The association, at its Pittsburgh 


convention, affirmed its belief that |; 


the production of housing for our 
people has, due to new materials, 
new equipment and new devices, 
which modern life requires, become 
such a technical and difficult pro- 
cess as to require the best avail- 
able skill and experience; and that 
to lower housing costs best hope 
lies in encouraging development of 
large-scale operations sufficiently

around employment and to apply to 
such operations the methods of ef- 
ficiency which have demonstrated 
their worth in other fields of manu-

MODERATE BUILDING 
DECLINE PREDICTED 


More Residential but Less In- 
dustrial Activity Forecast 
for 1938. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13. —Experts 
look for a moderate decline in 
construction activity in 1937, bar- 
ring rapid-fire action on President 
Roosevelt’s undisclosed plans for 
a privately financed building boom. 

As summed up in some quarters 
prospects are as follows: 

The year 1938 will likely bring a 
fair-sized drop in non-residential 
building. In part this, will come 
about through reduced spending on 
Government projects. 

On the other hand residential 
building is expected to be up 
around 10 per cent over this year. 
Higher rents are likely to touch 
off a moderate amount of specu- 
lative hotel and apartment build- 
ing. Despite the current business 
recession, demand for one and two 
family houses will probably be good 
where industrial and farm spend- 
ing power has improved. 

Industrial building has. just fin- 
ished two good The trend 
to smaller profit margins, has tak- 
en the edge off prospects of well- 
sustained activities in this field, 
but it is thought that even though 
some loss y be shown from 1937, 
the total will be ahead of 1936. 

In October, publicly financed 
construction continued to feel the 
administration's attempts to bring 
the budget into line. New private- 
ly financed building,,on the other 
hand, “maintained the relatively 
high level of the past few months,” 
F. W. Dodge Corp., reported. 

Compared with last year, Octo- 
ber private non-residential building 
gained 2 per cent. The decline of 
7 per cent from September was no 
more than the normal seasonal let- 
down. 

The October contract total for 
all classes of construction, public 
and .private, declined slightly to 
$202,080,900 for the 37 Eastern 
States. This compared with $207,,- 
071,800 in September and $225,767,- 
908 in October last year. 

Analysing the record, T. 8, 
Holden, vice-president of the cor- 
poration, said that while the ay- 
erage total for public construction 
was more than $111,000,000 a 
month through 1936, the total of 
this type of building fell to $77,- 
838,400 in October of this year. 

On the other hand, private con- 
struction jumped to a peak of 
$195,370,000 in April of this year. 
Since then there has been a de- 
cline in private funds spent to 
$124,242,500 for October.

LIKE zinnias. In case you're 
| not a garden hound, zinnias are 

flowers. Lusty, coarse flowers 
with strong roots and a few vigor- 
ous leaves. There is nothing fancy 
about zinnias—nothing exotic or 
mysterious.

YES, I LIKE zinnias. They are 
harsh, but it is a healthy hard- 
ness.

They have no 
fragrance, but there is a good pun- 
gency to them. It reminds me of 
the soap we used to make—stout, 
home-made yellow soap, not allur- 
ing, but deeply cleansing. 
I like the habits of zinnias, too— 
their outdoor personality. You can- 
not imagine them in swank hotel 
lobbies or at bridge tables (puffy, 
pallid faces festering with greed, 
envy and malice), or in those gilded 
night clubs where girls and their 
pick-me-ups get soused.

UST why a dumb little innocent 
can walk off with the prize mat- 
rimontial catch of the season has 
bewildered and perplexed many a 
girl with a college decree. Sociolo- 
gists, eugenists, professors and oth- 
ers interested in the welfare of the 


‘race have deplored this tendency of 


even intellectual lights to marry the 
thin-minded woman. 

Lawrence Gould, New York con- 
sulting psychologist, has been 
studying human beings for many 
years and knows just what inner 
motives may prompt them to seem- 
ingly unwise actions. 

“The answer is a simple one,” he 
asserts, “but it’s one that few peo- 
ple realize. It is that the deepest 
unconscious fear in the heart of 
every man is the fear of woman. 
The fear of what Jung calls ‘the 
terrible mother.” 

“The earliest and most impressive 
experience in the life of évery man 
is the fact that he is completely | 
dependent upon a woman — his 
mother. She has him in her power 
to a degree that no one will ever 
have again. 

“Later, when he goes to school, 
he is again under the feminine 
thumb. His fear of woman be- 
comes intensified. This terrifying 
dependence on woman is something 
which, although the average man 
doesn’t recognize it, he never en- 
tirely gets over. By the time he is 
ready to marry, he has had so much 
experience in being ordered around 
and restricted by women who know 
more than he does, that he natural- 
ly tries to avoid being bossed any 
further by marrying an _ inferior 
woman. Then he’s sure he will 
have no cause to fear her or to be 
henpecked. 

If he marries a girl with a mind 
of her own, he’s afraid that she’ll 
try to dominate him. And it’s hard 
for him to make love to her—she 
reminds him too much of a school 
marm! 

“The whole effect of the social 
and economic subjugation of women 
by men grew out of the same un- 
conscious pattern. Men thought, 
‘If we ever let them have equality, 
we won't be able to call our souls 
our own.’ This is also one of the 
reasons why men like to marry 
women who are younger than them- 
selves.” 

Gould admitted that man’s whole 
fear of woman is a childish one. If 
he would grow up emotionally so 
that he would have confidence in 
himself, he could marry a woman

HE key to the solution of the 
T proviem lies in the hands of the 
clever girl.

“The trouble with the clever gir},” 
Gould said, “is that she hag an un- 
conscious desire to show up the 
man. It’s important for her to 
watch herself for any tendency on 
her part to beat the man at his own 
game. When she tries to prove 
that she’s as good as he, she un- 
intentionally wounds his ego in a 
vulnerable spot. 

“The instincts of man and woman 
are always at war with each other. 
The whole problem of marriage is 
to learn to substitute co-operation 
for this instinctive sex rivalry 
which is entirely disruptive to the 
relationship.” 

Gould believes that a man 
wouldn’t deliberately shy away from 
an intelligent woman if she didn’t 
parade her knowledge. 

“I don’t think a man cares how 
intelligent a woman is as iong as 
she isn’t too obviously trying to get 
the better of him or make a fool of 
him, It would be @ queer man who 
wouldn’t rather talk to a woman 
who understands him. The thing 
he’s afraid of is superiority, and he 
chooses inferiority as the lesser of 
two evils. If the clever girl would 
keep her abilities in the back- 
ground, she wouldn’t have any 
problem.” 

This doesn’t mean that she should. 
pretend to be a featherbrained crea- 


“The question is one of being 
sympathetic and tolerant,” Gould 
thinks. “One of the difficulties with 


the clever gir] is that she’s inclined 
to attach more importance to clev- 
erness than it deserves. After all, 
it isn't the most important aspect 
in life, There’s no need for her to 
develop her intellect disproportion- 
ately to her personality. 

“It isn’t a matter, therefore, of 
hiding her brains, but of. develop- 
ing the emotional sides of her na- 
ture which may have been starved 
in the cause of intellectual develop- 
ment. It’s because she may not 
show any capacity for feeling which 


may make her unattractive to men 


‘rather than her cleverness. 

“So, to the clever girl, I say, de- 
velop a sympathetic interest in peo- 
ple. Interest yourself in things like 
music and dancing which will help 
you to keep your emotions alive. 
Try to subserve your personality to 
the man’s. In this way you'll bring 
him to you with the ring and the 


e-light in his eyes. 
err B to the man—the greatest 
discovery you can make is that the 
woman is a.human being with 
whom it’s possible to have an in- 
teresting and rich relationship, one 
that is over and above the purely 


romantic tie.”

CABBAGE COMES INTO 


IN LATE FALL 


By Frances Herrick 


ENDER, succulent cabbage in 
the crisp days of late fall de- 
lights the hardy male appetite 
and does marvels for end-of-the- 
month budgets. All our former 
charges against cabbage—ill man- 
nered odor, strong flavor, indigesti- 
bility are, we find, mere fallacies. 
The food chemists have discovered 
that these traits were due to im- 
proper caoking. 

In boiling green or white cabbage, 
say the food chemists, shred it fine, 
toss it into actively boiling water, 
and then cook rapidly for six to 10 
minutes. The winter variety may 
take 15 minutes, but stop cooking 
while there’s still a hint of crisp- 
ness. Better so. Cook it uncov- 
ered; use a large amount of water, 


double or triple the measure of the 
shredded vegetable; then drain, sea- 
son and serve with a little melted 
butter or a few tablespoons of 
cream. If green cabbage is cooked 
in small amounts of water, the sul- 
phur compounds that this vegetable 
contains slowly break down and the 
volatile acids are retained, and fla- 
vor is destroyed. In raw cabbage, 
you notice a sharp taste but it is 
not unpleasant. So let’s try the 
new methods of preventing chemi- 
cal breakdown during cooking. 
Choucroute garni, garnished sau- 
erkraut, is the specialty of a fam- 
ous Paris “brasserie” opposite the 
old, old church of St. Germain de 
Pre. The generous portions disap- 
pear magically and the stack of 
beer saucers at the end of your 
meal proves the affinity between 
beer and kraut. At the charming 
French cafes, where tables line the 
sidewalk, and stopping is very cas- 
ual when you see a familiar face, 
the reckoning is always made by 
adding the prices stamped into your 
china saucers; second glasses come 
as you order them but the saucers 
pile one on top of the other until 
you are ready to pay your addition, 
as the bill is known. ° 

The choucroute is served topped 
with a slice of hot boiled ham, or 
with popping frankfurt’ sausages, 


flanked by snowy white boiled po- 
tatoes. Very delicious, it is, too. 

Here’s the secret of the kraut’s 
perfection: 


GARNISHED SAUERKRAUT. ° 
Four cups sauerkraut 
Two leeks, chopped 
Two sprigs parsley, chopped 
One-half teaspoon caraway seeds. 
One slice boiled ham. 

Six frankfurters. 

Six boiled potatoes. 

Simmer kraut, leeks and parsley 
in ham stock two hours. Add car- 
away seeds during last hour. Drain; 
heap on platter, place ham on top, 
frankfurters against sides and cir- 
cle with potatoes, Approximate 
yield, six portions. 

From over the sea come cabbage 
soups of many kinds and all just 
right to serve as the chief dish on 
a chilly winter night. Potato and 
cabbage soup accented by some 
sliced sausage or bits of ham is the 
Austrian version; Borsch, the Rus- 
sian. 

A simplified recipe of the latter 
follows: 

RUSSIAN VEGETABLE SOUP. 
One cup minced cooked beets. 
One-half cup minced raw carrots. 
One cup minced onion. 

Four cups hot meat stock. 

One cup shredded cabbage, 

One cup canned tomato. 

Four cloves. 

Pinch marjoram. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

One-half cup heavy sour cream. 

Add beets, carrots and onion to 
meat stock, cover and simmer 30 
minutes. Add cabbage, tomato and 
seasonings and simmer 20 minutes 
longer. Add lemon juice and gar-

One pound link sausage. 

Six cups shredded cabbage. 

Four cups mashed potatoes.

Prick sausage and fry until 
done, turning frequently.

Cooking Expert Maintains There Is a Way to 
Make Pertect Pastry, and Do It Every Time. 


By Esther Foley 


HOUGH like Mrs. Weezy in 
Ts. Wiggs of the Cabbage 

Patch,” no woman “means any- 
thing by” a tough or shrunken bit 
of pastry,snothing can so take the 
luster from her world. Because, if 
pastry lacks tenderness, it has 
nothing. There is little need for yol- 
ume in a product rolled so thin; 
there is no necessity for a certain 
type of texture when mealy or flaky 
pastry answers the same purpose; 
there is no need for a definite fla- 
vor when the filling is so impor- 
tant. 

Plain pastry contains only flour, 
salt, shortening and water. When 
the ingredients in a recipe are so 
few there is always some trick of 
putting them together, some little 
bit of cooking technique which 
must be learned. And, here, as in 
other baking mixtures, the secret is 
the light touch, hands that know 
when to touch and when to let 
alone. Pastry is the least handled 
of any dough. 

The standard recipe for piecrust 
calls for two cups sifted flour. This 
makes enough for one eight-inch 
two-crust pie, two eight-inch pastry 
shells, or 12 medium-sized tarts, It 
is wiser for a beginner to make the 
whole recipe. It is easier to judge 
the amount of water needed. After 
several successful attempts, half 
the recipe can be made if desired. 
But the dough keeps well in a good 
refrigerator and it might be con- 
sidered a saving in time to have a 
little on hand for emergencies; to 
bake up eome tarts, giving interest 
to a rather dull dinner. 

All-purpose flour gives a firmer, 
browner, flakier crust than pastry 
or cake flour. Vegetable shortening 
or lard give better~results as to 
tenderness and flavor than butter 
and should be used in preference to 
butter in making plain pastry. 

PLAIN PASTRY. 

Two cups sifted flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two-thirds cup shortening. 

One-quarter to one-third cup ice 
water, 

Mix and sift together flour and 
salt directly into a mixing bowl. Cut 
in shortening, using the finger tips 
or a pastry blender, making the 
mixture as flaky as possible. Lift 
the fat-flour mixture, tossing it

One recipe plain pastry. 

Six medium-sized cooking ap- 
ples. 

Three-quarters cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons utter. 

Cinnamon. 

Nutmeg. 

Two tablespoons water. 

Roll half of pastry one-eighth 
inch thick and line carefully an 
eight-inch pie pan, allowing a 
margin of one-half inch beyond 
edge of pan. Pare and slice 
apples about one-fourth inch 
thick. Arrange in pastry shell, 
sprinkle with sugar, dot with 
butter and sprinkle lightly with 
nutmeg and cinnamon. Roll top 
crust one-eighth inch thick, 
slash, and fit over apples, trim- 
ming off at edge of tin. Fold 
lower crust over edge of top 
crust, and flute with thumb and 
forefinger, or press together 
with a fork, making a seal. Pour 
water in through center slash 
and bake in hot oven (450 de- 
grees) 15 minutes, then reduce 
heat to moderate (350 degrees) 
and bake 30 minutes longer or 
until apples are tender. Serve 
hot or cold, , 


lightly as you cut in the fat. This 
keeps the fat from caking together, 
and making the mass heavy and 
sodden, When the fat.seems to be 
evenly scattered throughout the 
flour and the mixture is mealy and 
rich in appearance, make a small 
hollow near the side of the bowl 
and pour in about one tablespoon 
ice water. Then, with a fork, press 
gently but firmly into this bit of 
water as much of the fat-flour mix- 
ture surrounding it as it will take. 
—--0O-0O-— 

SMALL ball of dough will form. 
Ar the bowl, make another 

hollow, pour in another table- 
spoon of water and again press into 
it as much of the mealy mixture as 
it will absorb. Continue this until 
all the flour has been dampened. 
Then, using the cupped palms of 
both hands, presse these individual 
pieces of dough lightly together, 
using just enough pressure to make 
them cling. Turn this shaky ball of 
dough onto a piece of wax paper 
and wrap securely. Chill for at 
least 15 minutes. 

Then divide the dough in half, 
and with the hands press each part 
into a circular piece, tting the 
edges to secure a regular outline. 
Place on a floured board, and roll 
very lightly, in one direction only 
(either toward or away from you). 
If the dough at any time seems not 
to respond to the light touch of the 
pin, it is sticking to the board. Lift 
it with a spatula, flour the board 
again, and resume rolling. Never 
use pressure and never use force. 
These are the main causes of a 
tough dough. And never stretch 
the dough when fitting it to pie tin. 
This is the cause of shrinking. If

back and make into an attractive 
fluted trim, or to act as a seal for

When the remainder of the dough 
is rolled for the upper crust of a 
pie, it should be slashed in several 
places with the sharp point of a 
knife, to allow the steam to escape 
and to prevent juices from boiling 
over. Here is a place for imagina- 
tion, Use any pattern that appeals: 
some people like rows of little 
Slashes and some a long curve 
with little slashes on each side. Lift 
this piece of pastry onto the filled 
pie without disturbing the pattern. 

Custard ple is a favorite, and per- 
haps the most difficult pie to bake 
successfully. So many ideas have 
been advanced on how to keep the 


the | 


—— 


lower crust from soaking that it 
seems we are expecting too much. 
It is a physical impossibility to put 
a filling as liquid as custard in a 
pastry shell and expect a very crisp 
under crust. But it should not be 
doughy, soaked and soggy. It 
should be thin, tender and reason- 
ably firm. We have found that the 
crust should be rolled quite thin, 
then placed carefully in the pan, 
pressed down firmly and gently so 
there is no air between the crust 
and the pan, and then chilled while 
the custard is being put together. 

The more porous the crust, the 
more soaking takes place. So do not 


‘| partially bake the crust before put- 


ting in the custard mix, and do not 
use baking powder or other leaven- 
er in the crust recipe in hope of 
making it light. 

The pan is important. The old 
granite ware pans which our grand- 
mothers used made excellent cus- 
tard pies. Something about the way 
heat penetrates that material. 
Enamel pie pans and baking-glass 
are the best from the selection now 
offered us. Heat penetrates these 
in much the same way as it did the 
older type, the crust seems’ to brown 
more rapidly and the custard pie 
has a better chance of having a 
firm, unsoaked undercrust. 

If a custard pie occasionally ap- 
pears to have a top crust when 
taken from the oven, it is due to 
the custard getting under the crust, 
and floating it. When pouring the 
warm custard mixture into the 
crust, pour it against a spoon. 


CUSTARD PIE. 


Three cups milk. 

Four eggs. 

One-third cup sugar. 

Dash of salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One unbaked pastry shell. 

One-quarter cup chopped coco- 
nut, 

Scald milk. Beat eggs slightly 
(just enough to blend yolks and 
whites), add sugar, salt and vanil- 
la. Add milk slowly, mixing well. 
Turn into pastry shell, pouring 
against a spoon. Sprinkle with 
coconut and bake in hot oven (450 
degrees), 15 minutes; reduce heat 
to moderate (350 degrees) and bake 
80 minutes longer, or until a knife 
inserted in custard comes out clean. 
Cool.

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Examining a Decline 


By Thomas B. Sherman 


HE decline in the number of 
season subscribers to the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra con- 
certs is naturally a disappointment 
to those who rightly consider the 
orchestra one of the city’s outstand- 
ing assets. But it has happened be- 
fore and need not be regarded as 
cajastrophic. There is no reason 


to believe that the development of 


the orchestra will be seriously ob- 
structed on that account nor that 
the quality of the concerts will suf- 
fer. . 

The possible reasons for this de- 
cline, however, are worth examina- 
tion. One of the first that occurs 
to anyone familiar with the make- 
up of most American concert audi- 
ences is that a certain percentage 
of every audience is in the audi- 


torium under pressure. They are 


not convinced by their own expe- 
riences that so-called “classical” 
music is a first-rate diversion or 
that it has any value for them as 
a window looking out upon the true 
Reality. They have merely suc- 
cumbed to the persuasion of their 
wives: and friends (for they are 
usually male customers). Some of 
them come to scoff and remain to 
pray. But a considerable number 
of others are permanently indiffer- 
ent and have to be repersuaded 
every season. It is certainly not 
remarkable that suth persons 
should fall away whenever they can 
find any sort of excuse that can 
be made to sound reasonable. 

Their places, let us hope, are 
taken from time to time by mem- 
bers of the rising generation who 
through education or. more pro- 
pitious environmental conditions 
are brought to manhood with a bet- 
ter understanding of what music 
can mean to the lively intelligence, 
the sorrowing heart or the com- 
pliant sensibilities.

@ ANOTHER obvious reason 1s 
the increase in price of tickets. 
That needs no arguing. A step-up 
in the price of any commodity al- 
ways means a certain loss of sales 
that have to be made up elsewhere. 

A preventable cause was the de- 
cision of the municipal authorities 
to forbid the multiple parking of 
automobiles in Chestnut and other 
streets adjacent to the Municipal 
Auditorium. The Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial page referred to this action 
as an evidence of government by 
garage owners. An opposing argu- 
ment was that the streets were de- 
signed as channels of traffic and 
that any other use was contrary to 
existing statutes and against the 
public interest. 

This argument sounds like a ra- 
tionalization of somebody’s self-in- 
terest rather than a plea in behalf 
of the public. But it is an argu- 
ment. It would have been unnec- 
essary if arrangements for parking 
had been included in the design of 
the auditorium. And since they 
were not, the public—whether mu- 
sical, sporting, religious or what 


.not—has a right to expect that 


equivalent facilities will be provid- 
ed without any extra cost to their 
time, their nerves or their pocket- 
books.

ANOTHER possible cause is the 
rival claim of the radio, concerts 
being broadcast on Saturday nights 
by the Toscanini orchestra. 

Radio is not a natural nee? of 
music au naturel and never be. 
In order to provide radio reception 
that would be equal in tone value 
to those of the concert hall, the 
engineers would have to build an 
instrument with as big a sounding 
board as the hall itself. And hu- 
man contact would still be missing. 

But the powers that control the 
radio in this country can injure the 
country’s established musical insti- 
tutions in other ,ways if they are 
sufficiently uninterested in long- 
term consequences. This lack of 
interest in the country’s music as 
a whole seems to be a part of the 
National Broadcasting Co.’s policy 
with regard to the Toscanini con- 
certs.

@ WHEN IT WAS announced that 
concerts would be broadcast on Sat- 
urday nights, a number of persons 
immediately pointed out that this 
would conflict with the established 
concerts of most of the orchestras 
throughout the country. Arthur 
Gaines wrote a letter to the New 
York Times which was seconded 
by other orchestral managers and 
innumerable direct protests have 
been made. But the National Broad- 
casting Co.’s only reply was that it 
was the only night considered suit- 
able. 

It is possible that Toscanini him- 
self, when he arrives in this coun- 
try to take over the baton from 
Pierre Monteux, will be moved by 
pleas that mean nothing to his em- 
ployers. And in any case, the Tos- 
canini orchestra will probably not 
function as such for more than a 
few years. Toscanini js very exact- 
ing, gets fed-up with less than per- 
fection very éasily, and is an old 
man. In the meanwhile a certain 
amount of damage will inevitably 
be done to the outlying orchestras. 

But these, and other influences 
that work against the interests of 
the St. Louis orchestra are no more 
fatal than others that have existed 
in the past. After all, the chil- 
dren's concerts are oversold, And 

with them lie the future.

Dust and powdered grasshoppers 
goon may serve as motor fuel in 
Germany. 

Scientists and engineers wrestling 
with the problem of using dust, 
waste, residues and ground insects 
in motors have received word that 
experiments of Dr. H. Wahl of the 
Schichau shipyards, with dust com- 
bustion engines are nearing suc- 
cess. 

One of the main obstacles of 
dust as fuel—the heavy wear and 
tear on the motor by ashes from 
burned dust—has been successfully 
overcome, declares Dr. Wahl. He 
says a company has developed a 
metal alloy which is harder than

The new metal alloy withstands 
the hardest grinding, he says, citing 
that only 1-700 of a millimeter was 
ground off the cylinder walls of a 
motor made of the new metal dur- 
ing a test run of 150 hours. 

Dr. Wahl says his “dust eater” 
is not much bigger than an ordi- 
nary motorcycle engine. It runs on 
almost every kind of properly pow- 
derized dust, such as that of brown 
coal, hard coal, saw dust, remnants 
of grain, beech nuts, copra, cocoa 
powder, rice hay and even ground 
grasshoppers.

trol Over Imports, Exports 
and Investments.

TOKIO, Nov. — Japan’s foreign 
trade today is encased in a legisla- 
tive strait jacket which gives 
every prospect of being drawn 
tighter and tighter as circum- 
stances may require. 

Two new laws which were passed 
at the last session of the Diet are 
significant. One gives the Gov- 
ernment wide powers in controlling 


both import and export trade. The 
other gives the Finance Ministry 
sweeping authority over new in- 
vestments. Official permits are now 
necessary for the establishment of 
new companies capitalized at more 
than 500,000 yen (about £28,000 
sterling), for increases of capital 
or amalgamations of companies 
capitalized at this figure or more, 
and for all loans in excess of 100,- 
000 yen. 

The purpose of the first law is to 
channels 
which are considered desirable from 
the standpoint of war-time needs, 
to prevent the frittering away of 
Japan’s limited gold reserve of ap- 
proximately £80,000,000 sterling, and 
to maintain the yen at its present 
value of 1s, 2d. Further deprecia- 
tion of the yen is frowned.on by 
the financial authorities here, as it 
is believed that no economic ad- 
vantage would be gained. 

The law instituting State control 
of investments is designed to divert 
funds into “essential’ — that is, 
munitions and  allied—industries, 
and to discourage investment in 
enterprises which are not con- 
nected with war needs. The sharp 
limitation of imports which fall 
into the “non-essential” category is 
another means of achieving the 
same end. 


Blocked Foreign Accounts. 

Those foreign business firms 
which are not directly supplying 
military or naval needs are now 
reaping more worries than profits. 
Exchange control regulations which 
have been in force for several years 
but have been mildly administered 
have been tightened to a point 
where the problem of “blocked 
yen” is becoming serious. Permis- 
sions to transfer funds abroad are 
granted sparingly, and, it appears, 
in many cases capriciously, with 
little consideration for the time 
when the goods in question were 
brought into Japan. 

The total amount of these blocked 
foreign accounts is probably not 
far from 200,000,000 yen. Ironically 
enough, German business men seem 
to have been the most seriously 
affected, as their credits were more 
extended’ than those of other 
nationalities. Applications for im- 
port permits are closely scrutinized, 
and are now seldom granted in the 
case of luxuries or articles for 
which there is a Japanese substi- 
tute. A large foreign camera com- 
pany, for instance, has been in- 
formed that it may henceforward 
import only X-ray films. A local 
candy manufacturer finds his pro- 
duction plans threatened because 
of the refusal of a permit for cocoa 
beans 


Cinéma fans are disconsolate be- 
cause imports of foreign films have 
been forbidden until further notice. 
Life for foreigners is likely to be- 
come appreciably bleaker as exist- 
ing stocks of canned foods and 
bottled beverages from abroad run 
out, because there is littie prospect 
that new permits will be granted. 
The Japanese masses are not 
threatened with any shortage of 
food because the Japanese Empire 
is almost self-sufficient as regards 
rice, fish, soyabeans and vegetables, 
the main ingredients in the Jap- 
anese diet. 

Rents Rise With Taxes. 

On the~ other hand, rents are 
rising as a result of higher taxes. 
Clothing seems likely to increase in 
price and deteriorate in quality, be- 
cause the authorities wish to en- 
courage the use of staple fibre in 
cotton and wool mixtures. It is be- 
lieved that the use of staple fibre, 
even though a substantial amount 
of wood pulp must be imported at 
the present time, will ultimately 
make for self-sufficiency as the 
vast forest reserves of Manchoukuo 
are brought into exploitation. 

A glance at the trade figures 
shows why Japan is determined to 
resort to drastic measures to curtail 
all imports that can be dispensed 
with. The excess of imports over 
exports during the first nine 
months of 1937 reached the unpre- 
cedented figure of 744,129,000 yen, 
greater by over 500,000,000 yen than 
the corresponding figure for 1936. 
There were several reasons for this 
strikingly unfavorable trade bal- 
ance—higher prices for almost all 
raw materials, heavy purchases for 
war industries, which had set in 
before the fighting in China be- 


country which are under Japanese 
military occupation has disappeared 
as a market. Chinese merchants 
in the South Pacific countries are 
boycotting Japanese goods. Finally, 
war-time exigencies have diverted 
a good deal of shipping and of 
factory production facilities to un- 
productive military uses. Japan’s 
prospects of earning foreign ex- 
change with which to pay for its 
munitions and war materials are 
thus negligible. So there is a 
strenuous effort to throttle non- 
military imports as far as possible. 

Just as in the totalitarian States, 
much attention is being devoted to 
the utilization of possible substi- 
tutes. Besides staple fibre, which 
is partially to replace wool and 
cotton, these substitutes include 
synthetic oil, aluminum for copper, 
imitation leather, and leather made 


of fish skins.

tist Supporats Check-and- 
Balance Idea of Evolution. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—New 
support for the belief that life on 
earth sprang up in many different 
forms of plants and animals almost 
simultaneously was given today by 
a prominent Smithsonian Institu- 
tion scientist. 

Austin H. Clark, a Smithsonian 
curator who was recently honored 
with knightship by the Danish Gov- 
ernment for his studies in ocean- 
ography and the lower forms of 
life, said he was not taking sides 
in a theological dispute. 

Instead, he said, he proposes an 
interpretation of evolution “which 
probably won’t® be accepted until 
after another generation or two.” 

Instead of life having gradually 
developed from a single-cell organ- 
ism, such as the amoeba, into more 
and more complex forms, it is more 
logical to assume that these higher 
forms came into existence at near- 
ly the same time in order to bal- 
ance each other and provide the 
interdependence necessary for ex- 
istence, the Smithsonian scientist 
said. 

“All forms of life on earth are in- 
terdependent, with nature provid- 
ing an intricate system of checks 
and balances to maintain harmony, 
and it is only reasonable to assume 
that this balance is inherent in an- 
imal life. If this inter-relationship 
is necessary at the present day, it 
must have been even more essen- 
tial at the time of the beginning 
of life, when food was scarce and 
the areas where life was possible 
were greatly restricted,” Clark add- 
ed in an article published in Leiden, 
Holland, in the International Scien- 
tific Journal, “Acta Biotheoretica.” 

“In view of what we know of the 
interdependence of animals and 
other animals, or plants and other 
plants, and between animals and 
plants, we cannot escape the con- 
clusion that at its very first begin- 
ning life evolved a balanced system 
—that plants, plant-feeding animals, 
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did not dvelop in an evolutionary 
way from other forms of life, he 
added, but arose through variation 
in the same type of cell from which 
the others arose, and probably ap- 
peared simultaneously with them.

The new General Motors truck 
line for 1938 was introduced and 
previewed by dealers Friday at a 
meeting at the Coronado Hotel 
held by L. L. Tremper, regional 
manager, and E. C. Sanner, zone 
manager.

Interiors Redesigned. 


Numerous changes and refine- 
ments in appearance and body in- 
teriors mark the Pontiac six and 
eight. 

The featured mechanical develop- 
ment is the new remote gear shift 
called the “safety shift gear con- 
trol.” It is optional on both six and 
eight at slight extra cost and is 
entirely mechanical in operation. 
The “safety shift gear control” is 
Pontiac designed and culminates 
Simp years of engineering effort to 
get the conventional gear shift out

Driving Car Without 
Radiator on Oil Test 
Run of 20,000 Miles 


Capt. Roy A. Good, former U. S. 
airway mechanician and U. S. 
Army test engineer will be in the 
city all this week on a 20,000 mile 
test drive he is making throughout 
the Middle Western section of the 
United States. The Phillips Petro- 
leum Co., of Bartlesville, Ok., re- 
cently asked Captain Good to put 
Phillips 66 motor oil to the most 
severe test to prove its ability to 
provide complete and satisfactory 
lubrication under the worst pos-— 
sible conditions. 

Capt. Good has removed the rad- 
iator from his car and bored holes 
through the water jacket, leaving 
no water whatsoever for cooling 
purposes. In a car designed to be 
cooled by water, this means that 
the motor will run two to three 
times hotter than usual, reaching 
temperatures of almost 600 degrees, 
thus subjecting the oil to greater 
heat and pressures than are ever 
encountered under actual driving 
conditions. 

Capt. Good, who has had more 
than eight years service testing 
motors and lubricants for the gov- 
ernment, says that motor oil which 
will stand such abuse shbduld give 
thorough lubrication protection in 
any climate and under any condi- 
tions in normal use. 

The test car is a stock model of 
a low priced car and, from the 
side, looks like any other car of 
the make, except that the grill and 
radiator is removed and the mo- 
tor entirely exposed at the front. 
Air passing over the engine be- 
comes so hot, that it is necessary to 
provide an outlet to take the hot 
air from the back of the motor 
oyt through the side of the car. If 
this were not done, the floor boards 
of the car would become so hot 
that Capt. Good could not stand 
the heat. 

Capt. Good says that the 7000 
miles already covered on this test 
have demonstrated Phillips 66 mo- 
tor oil is protecting the motor per- 
fectly. However, he intends to 
continue the test until 20,000 miles 
are completed. The test car will 
be at some local Phillips 66 sta- 
tion for a short time this week.

transmissions, they attain even 
higher peaks of performance when 
equipped with the Oldsmobile au- 
otmatic safety transmission.

Larger Proportion 
Of Pontiac Advertising 


Do Work Wanted When and Where 
It Is Wanted Without Risk or 
Waste, Behrend Says. 

“Paralleling an anticipated in- 
crease of more than 20 per cent in 
new car sales in 1938 over 1937, 


which was the best year in Pontiac 
history, the advertising budget of 
this division will be larger for next 
year by the same margin,” F. A. 
Behrend, advertising manager for 
Pontiac says. 

One notable change in advertis- 
ing plans for 1938, however, is that 
a larger percentage of the total ad- 
vertising appropriation will go into 
the display columns of daily and 
weekly newspapers than in 1937. In 
other words, the national press will 
obtain a greater share of a larger 
budget. 

“Our appropriation will be up in 
1938, because the money available 
for advertising exactly parallels the 
retail sales of new cars. If our 
sales department realizes more 
than a 20-per-cent gain, the budget 
will be higher proportionately. 

“According to schedules already 
approved for the remainder of this 
year, money expended in news- 
paper advertising will nearly equal 
the combined total used in all other 
types of media. Unless something 
wholly unforseen develops, _ this 
ratio of expenditure will hold 
throughout the 1938 model year. 

“In putting the major burden of 
our advertising effort upon the 
newspapers, we are leaning upon a 
tried and proven and resultful sell- 
ing help. There is no gamble in- 
volved. For flexibility, adaptability 
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and direct selling result, there is 
nothing in our experience to offer 
a serious challenge to the display 
columns of the newspapers which 
are the foundation of our selling 
structure. 

“In preparation for the announce- 
ment of the 1938 Pontiac, we sched- 
uled the biggest build-up Pontiac 
has yet had, with 4000 daily and 
weekly newspapers on the schedule. 
Announcement and follow-up copy 
for the remainder of this calendar 
year are on a comparable scale. 

“If the sales quota for 1938 is 
realized, and we have every reason 
to believe that it will be, 1938 will 
rank as one of the biggest—if not 
the biggest year in Pontiac adver- 
tising, from the standpoint of total 
expenditure. 

“The amount of that money spent 
with newspapers will be larger than 
at any time back, at least as far as 
1930, and perhaps larger than in 
any year in the past, depending 
upon car sales. 

“All this is being done out of a 
realization that the newspaper does 
the work we want done, when we 
want it done, and where we want it 
done—without risk or waste.”

Chevrolet Expects

Sales Manager Holler Tells Dealers 
Here Last Month Was 
Best October Since 1929. 

A total of 61,419 Chevrolet cars 
were delivered in October, as com- 
pared with 23,880 in October, 1936, 
and November deliveries will be 
around 100,000 cars, W. E. Holler, 
general sales manager of the Chev- 
rolet Division of General Motors, 
told 300 dealers from the St. Louis 
zone at a luncheon Wednesday in 
the Coronado Hotel. Thus last 
month, he said, was the best Octo- 
ber for Chevrolet since 1929. 

Outlining Chevrolet’s sales plans 
for the remainder of this year and 
1938, Holler said, “We are selling 
the 1938 models in volume, and 
the public’s acceptance since our 
announcement Oct. 23 has been one 
of the best in the history of the 
company.” 

1,010,000 Cars in 1937. 

Chevrolet has almost completed 
its second million car sales year, 
according to Holler, and this is 
the first time in the twenty-seven 
year history of the company that 
two consecutive million car sales 
years have occurred. In 1936, 
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been customary for 
company executives to make pre- 
dictions as to business for the com- 
ing twelve months,” Holler told the 
dealers. “Those predictions are 
based upon facts and also hopes. 
We can make predictions, too, but 
we would rather stick to the fun- 
damental facts of selling, and to the 
sound principles that govern the 
merchandising of our goods. 

“Good conversations by salesmen 
sell cars, not predictions. You, as 
salesmen, know that your con- 
versations with the prospective cus- 
tomer make the final and most im- 
portant link in the chain of selling.

“It is of utmost importance that 
your selling conversation be posi- 
tive and constructive. — 

“Let us not permit anything to 
tear down the quality of our selling 
conversation because the_ stock 
market has fallen or because of 
world conditions. 

“Do you believe that the millions 
of people who are riding in auto- 


mobiles today will suddenly stop 
their cars, wherever they may be, 
and turn the_,key in the lock be- 
cause economic conditions assume 
a temporary less promising out- 
look ? \ 

“They will not, and they will 
continue to buy new cars from the 
salesmen who talk convincingly of 
the quality that is in the 1938 pro- 
duct.”

A National Labor Relations 
Board examiner concluded the 
hearing yesterday of charges that 
the Shell Petroleum Corporation 


engaged in unfair labor practices 
at its Wood River refinery. The 
charges primarily concerned the al- 
leged discriminatory discharge of 
three men active in a “stay-in” 
strike last May. 

Trial Examiner William P. Webb, 
who opened the hearing Nov. 4, 
will review the testimony and sub- 
mit his findings together with the 
transcript to the Labor Board. 
Should the board hold the men 
were discharged because of union 
activity it may order their rein- 
statement with wages retroactive 
from the date of their dismissal. 

Cross-examination of Dr. R. H. 
Wasser, manager of the Wood 
River refinery, occupied virtually 
all of the final session, which was 
concluded before noon. He _  cor- 
roborated testimony of other com- 
pany officers to the effect that the 
men were discharged because of 
“illegal acts” in connection with 
the strike.

“stay-in” strike, company officers 
contended that the three who

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SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 
ON REVENUE PROBLEM 


Reductions in Assessed Valua- 
tion of Property Are 
Serious Factors. 


A permanent problem of raising 
revenue is faced by the Board of 
Education, due to reductions of as- 
sessed valuation of real estate and 
personal property, Philip J. Hickey, 
secretary-treasurer, declared in his 
annual report, delivered to the 
board last week. 

“All of the various sources of 
revenue have diminished during the 
past years,” he says. “While we 
may look forward to an increase in 
monies derived from the State 
school fund and the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ taxes, it is hard- 
ly probable that they will reach 
the amounts which they formerly 
brought to the board. 

“That the board faces a perma- 
nent revenue problem is easily seen, 
because of its dependence to a 
large extent upon taxes raised 
from real and personal property. 
The reductions of the valuations of 
real and personal property of more 
than $100,000,000 which must be re- 
garded at the present time as al- 
most permanent in character, have 
reflected themselves in the income 
of the board. Unless supplementary 
revenue is received, the expendi- 
tures of the board must be kept 
curtailed to this income.” 

Trend of Annual Receipts. 

Hickey shows the high point in 
annual receipts of the board, $13,- 
265,358 in the fiscal year 1930-31; 
the decline to $10,180,859 in 1934-35, 
and the slight upswing to $10,798,- 
902 in 1936-37. The peak of ex- 
penditures, $15,202,795, was attained 
in the same year as the peak of 
income, and the low point of dis- 
bursements, $9,770,036, likewise was 
in the same year as the smallest 
income, while in the last year ex- 
penditures were $10,923,599. 

“Unfortunately,” he continued, 
“during these periods of reduced 
revenues, the demands upon the 
board have been greater than ever 
before, in that a swing has taken 
place in attendance, so that high 
school enrollments have grown 
beyond any reasonable prediction. 
In 1927-28, the enrollment in the 
high schools was 13,537, while dur- 
ing the last year the number of 
pupils increased to 19,649. At the 
same time, vocational education 
has become an integral part of the 
school system. 

“The number of pupils in ele- 
mentary education has had a ten- 
dency to remain static and the in- 
crease in that type of education 
which is more expensive (high 
school) has made a serious prob- 
lem in the system. Reductions in 
salaries and sharp curtailments in 
certain phases of the system which, 
while perhaps necessary, were not 
essential have made it possible for 
the board to keep itself in a sound 
financial position, even though its 
receipts were reduced.” 

Full Salary Scale Restored. 

He-noted that the full salary 
scale has been restored, and adds: 

“Maintenance of school buildings 
which had been deferred during 
the several years of reduced in- 
come was restored to its former 
level and, as a result, there has 
been a sharp increase in expendi- 
ture for this type of service. 
Diminution of the size of classes 
in the elementary schools from 
the heavy peak of the last several 
years has also increased expendi- 
tures during the last year. It should 
be clearly noted, however, that ex- 
penditures during the last year 
were less than in 1927-28 by more 
than $1,000,000.” 

Discussing revenue from various 
sources, Hickey points out that 
the assessed valuation of public 
utilities here fell from $83,579,541 in 
1927 to $48,321,344 last year, with 
consequent dwindling of tax re- 
ceipts. 

“There can be but little hope for 
an increase in revenue from these 
public utility sources,” he notes, 
“since the heavy reduction is large- 
ly because of the decrease in valua- 
tion of the local transportation sys- 
tem (Public Service Co.), which is 
due to the change in the mode of 
transportation from the street car 
to the bus and the abandoning of 
street car lines as a result.” 

Although the legal bonded debt 
limit of the board was about $51,- 
000,000, as of last June 30, Hickey 
calls attention to the fact that the 
outstanding bonded indebtedness at 
the end of the last fiscal year was 
only $3,516,000. 

The board will submit to the 
voters next spring the quadrennial 
proposition for a maximum permis- 
sible general school tax rate. For 
the last four years the limit has 
been 85 cents on the $100 valuation, 
and this was the charge for the 
last three years. Without specific 
authorization by the voters the 
board may not charge more than 60 
cents; the voters may fix a limit 
as high as $1. 


Free Text Books in Public Schools 
Total 1,181,292. 

The number of free textbooks in 
the public schools has increased 
from 631,478 in 1919 to 1,181,292 this 
year, it was pointed out in the an- 
nual report of Supply Commission- 
er C. L. Barr to the Board of Edu- 
cation. Value of the current stock 
of books is $937,383, compared with 
$268,902 in 1919. A peak in the 
number of volumes, 1,235,321, was 
reached in 1929. 

In the board’s warehouse there 
are at times as many as 3000 dif- 
ferent items of supplies necessary 
for the educational and physical 
operation of the schools, Barr said. 
Other items, where possible, are 
delivered directly to the schools by 
the vendors. 

The school lunchrooms in the last 
fiscal year earned sufficient profit, 
he reported, to provide for badly 
meeded replacement of wornout 


CHURCH 10 CELEBRATE 


120TH ANNIVERSARY 


University City First Presby- 
terian to Hold Service To- 
night, Pageant Wednesday. 


The First Presbyterian Church 
of St. Louis, at Delmar boulevard 
and Overhill drive, University City, 
will celebrate its 120th anniversary 
today and next Wednesday night. 
Today’s observance, at the 11 a. m. 
service, will be a home-coming of 
former parishioners, with an anni- 
versary sermon by the pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. R. Calvin Dobson, and 
special music by the chorus choir. 
Wednesday night, in the church 
auditorium, members of the con- 
gregation will present a pageant in 
seven episodes, covering the life 
of the church since its organization 
in 1817, and commemorating its 
three previous locations and its 
ministry, especially the first pas- 
tor, the Rev. Salmon Giddings. The 
pageant was written by Dr... Dob- 
son. 

The first episode of the pageant 
depicts the meeting of a missionary 
society in a Connecticut country 
church, in 1813, at which a letter 
from Stephen Hempstead, a resi- 
dent of St. Louis, is read. Hemp- 
stead writes that there is in St. 
Louis “little religion and little re- 
gard for the holy Sabbath, which 
is spent in feasting and mirth.” 
He asks that a missionary be sent. 
In the second episode, this request 
is considered by the Connecticut 
Missionary Society, meeting in 
Hartford, and the sending of Gid- 
dings, a graduate of Andover The- 
ological Seminary, is decided on. 
He is to make the journey on 
horseback, preaching and taking 
collections along the way, to defray 
a part of his expenses. 

“Unfriendly Indians.” 

In the third epsiode, Pastor Gid- 
dings is shown conducting a school 
in his home on the south side of 
Market street, between Fourth and 
Fifth streets. In dismissing school, 
the minister warns the children 
against “unfriendly Indians and 
rough, drunken men” on the streets 
after dark. 

A gathering of adults follows, at 
which the First Presbyterian 
Church is organized, Nov. 15, 1817. 
The fourth episode shows the first 
building, at Fourth and St. Charles 
streets, and a meeting of the con- 
gregation, at which Stephen Hemp- 
stead tells of the death of Pastor 
Giddings, whose burial place is a 
vault under the church, 

The second church building, at 
the northwest corner of Four- 
teenth and Locust streets, is the 
scene of the fifth episode. Dedi- 
cated Oct. 21, 1855, the church was 
soon afterward hung with heavy 
crepe for the funeral of its pastor, 
Dr. Artemus Bullard, killed in the 
Gasconade bridge disaster of Nov. 
1. The church building, with its 
high steeple removed, stood until 
a few years ago, remodeled into 
the Fourteenth Street, later the 
Gayety, Theater. In the same epi- 
sode, the method of raising church 
funds in mid-century days, by pub- 
lic auction of pews, is depicted. 

Descendant Churches. 

A list of St. Louis churches, 
termed the children and  grand- 
children of First Presbyterian, with 
several great-grandchildren, shows 
the following “children”—churches 
now in existence, organized out of 
the First Presbyterian membership. 
Second Presbyterian, First Con- 
gregational, Westerminster Pres- 
byterian, North Presbyterian, Rock 
Hill Presbyterian, Union Methodist, 
Compton ‘Hill Congregational, 
Markham Memorial Presbyterian, 
and Giddings Presbyterian. The 
“grandchildren,” churches spring- 
ing from those just named, num- 
ber 12, and the “great-grandchil- 
dren” six. 

The third building of the con- 
gregation, at Washington  boule- 
vard and Sarah street, next ap- 
pears. It was occupied from 1888 
until the dedication of the present 
building, nine years ago. It now 
houses Giddings Church. The fi- 
nal scene represents the First 
church of today.

SAINT THOMAS, Virgin Islands. 
OUR emaciated fugitives 
from Devil's Island, 
worst of the prisot — 
colonies of French 
Guiana, paddled into the 
harbor here the other 
evening as the sun went 
down behind a bank of 
black clouds. They sat 
hunched at their crude 
paddles like dejected galley slaves slumped 
over oars after a battle. But their craft was 
far from being a stately trireme. It was a 
leaky, battered dugout purchased from In- 
dians and it rode with a crazy list to star- 
board as it drifted slowly into the harbor. 

As they docked, the holes in their tattered 
clothing revealed bodies baked almost black 
by the blazing gun. There was no food in 
the boat and but little of the brackish drink- 
ing water. A stump of what had been a 
slender mast afforded mute evidence of the 
hurricane season. Both the boat and their 
bodies bore marks of the knocking about 
that had followed an upset of their narrow 
craft on a reef. They had barely escaped 
with their lives, but they were convinced 
now that that really had been most unfor- 
tunate. Still, the love of life is strong and 
one hates to die. Especially after escaping 
from the living hell that was the penal 
colony. But freedom is not freedom in the 
true sense of the word if one is just an out- 
cast with no place f6 call home and nothing 
to do but bob about on the ocean. These 
four men can enter no place legally. Home 
is a meaningless word to them. 

They can only continue to beat their way 
from place to place and regard themselves 
as fortunate when port authorities allow 
them to beg a few provisions and make a 
few minor repairs to their frail dugout be- 
fore they are shunted on to the mercy of the 
open sea. Death or capture are the only 
alternatives. 

If they want to live they are doomed to 
go on, hoping that somewhere somebody 
will aid them or turn his back while they 
slip ashore and begin on land the furtive 
life that is the lot of every fugitive. For 
days they have felt that they were marked 
men, sure to be captured even if they got 
ashore unobserved in some forsaken place. 
Not only were their faces stamped by hard- 
ships and privations when they arrived in 
Saint Thomas, but their eyes had the des- 
perate, bewildered look of men who have 
no place, no spot of land, where they will 
be allowed to live undisturbed. 

As they said, what could they do but go 
on cnd on and on until— And three days 
after they reluctantly departed from Saint 
Thomas, the dugout entered the harbor of

Time after time the date of trial has been 
set back in the hope the Lunacy Commission 
will be able to get data for a report until 
now it is tentatively scheduled for Novem- 
ber 30. At that time the commission, con- 
sisting of Archibald Watson, editor of the 
New York Law Journal and Dean of the 
New York Law School, Dr. Israel Wexler, 
Columbia University psychiatrist and Dr. 
Charles D. Ryan, formerly of Johns Hop- 
kins, hopes to be able to make a definite 
recommendation. 

Perhaps they will break through the bar- 
rier before then and probe deeply into the 
processes of Irwin's mind. This does not 
seem likely at the moment. But even if they 
should there are many who believe they 
will find only the twisted, half-brilliant, half- 
moronic outpourings of a diseased brain. 

Samuel Leibowitz, the nation’s leading 
murder trial expert who is defending Irwin, 
professes to be convinced his client is “crazy 
as a bed bug,” and Leibowitz has lost none 
of his 125 clients in the electric chair.’ 

‘Irwin is subject to maniacal outbursts, 
especially if provoked,” Leibowitz said. “He 
shouldn't be in a prison at all, but in a 
place where they have adequate facilities 
to treat him. 

“Tl asked that he be sent to Bellevue at 
the time of his surrender to the police. The

A black wave of madness swept over 
him, he said. Before he knew what he was 
doing he had Mrs. Gedeon by the throat and 
his sinewy fingers had choked off her life.

From the next room he heard the stertorous 
breathing of Byrnes, the boarder. Had 
Byrnes heard? He decided not, but the fact 
that he was able to reason thus is one of 
the strongest points against him. 

Still he waited in the apartment. He

read he had been stabbed 15 times. If 
there were that many wounds then I must 
have struck that many times. Then I went

If Irwin is fourfd sane this is the crime for 
which he probably will be tried. Not the 
Mrs. Gedeon slaying for he might conceiv- 
ably prove that was not premeditated. In 
the case of Ronnie, a lawyer as shrewd as 
Leibowitz might harp on her affairs, her 
penchant for posing in the nude and try to 
create enough of doubt in the jury’s mind 
to avoid a first degree conviction. But 
Byrnes’ killing is considered prosecution 
proof—if Irwin is ever tried. 

After the murders he fled the city. A 
waitress recognized him:in Cleveland and 
he slipped away to Chicago. There, one 
night in August, he telephoned the Chicago 
Herald and Examiner and surrendered in its 
office. The terms of his surrender have nev- 
er been divulged, but it is believed Irwin 
must have had some assurance of compe- 
tent legal talent, such as Leibowitz. 


LMOST from the moment he was put 
A in jail here Irwin became a wild, 

moody person. He threw water over 
the physician in the Tombs. After his re- 
moval to Raymond street jail he was placed 
in an isolation cell because of his conduct, 
but it took five keepers to get him here. 
Leibowitz arranged an interview for news- 
paper men and they found an apparent 
maniac. 

“That doctor’s been staring at me and 
leering at me with his eyes,” Irwin 
screamed. ‘I can't stand his eyes.” 

Leibowitz tried to calm him, but he twisted 
away. 

“Who are you?” he shrilled. “What are 
all these people? What are you doing here?” 

Guards finally led him away mouthing in- 
coherent charges that he had been beaten 
and deprived of food. 

District Attorney William C. Dodge then 
astonished everyone by asking for the ap- 
pointment of a sanity commission. He was 
opposed by Leibowitz—a paradoxical situa- 
tion—probably because the lawyer felt he 
could more easily demonstrate the alleged 
insanity to a jury. 

If the case does go to trial it probably will 
develop into one of the most outstanding 
psychiatric legal duels of its kind due to 
the elements involved. As yet there has 
been no satisfactory answer to the question 
everyone has been asking since the surren- 
der at Chicago: 

“Did Irwin know right from wrong when 
he killed the Gedeons and their lodger?”

Friends of Miss Silverthorne, as she pre- 
fers to be known now, are unable to under- 
stand why she retired to distant Kenya Col- 
ony in East Africa between Tanganyika 
Territory and Abyssinia. They pointed out 
that it ‘was in this lonely section of Africa 
that she and De Trafford met, became 
friendly and finally developed the illicit 
love that broke up her first marriage and 
resulted in their luckless attempt at matri- 
mony. Some of them assert that her rest- 
less urge “to do something” will lead to a 
venture in big scale farming or big game 
hunting before long.

Aggressiveness and determination are 
written all over the square face of this 
sturdily built man. His nose is big. His 
mouth is set in a sharp line. His forehead 
is high. His flashing black eyes still stare 
imperiously and even gleam in a rather 
strange manner during those rare moments 
when he is relaxing. The Kaiser mustache 
and the mane of black hair are all that are 
gone. His shaven skull is seared deep with 
the 12 scars that, according to the Buddhist 
ritual, are supposed to seal him from the 
sensory. world. 

He has traveled far since he was born 
Isaac Trebitsch, of a family of wealthy Jew- 
ish ship owners, in the little town of Paks 
on a sleepy stretch of the Danube. His 
father’s deepest desire was that Isaac 
should become a rabbi. But a taste of the 
world, as a student in London, gave him a 
desire for travel. Added to that, a rich 
uncle kept him in funds. 

The father was bitterly disappointed a 
few months after his son’s London trip when 
the youth, then 20 years old, became a con- 
vert to Christianity, changed his name to 

Timotheus, and entered on a study 
of theology in Germany. During this time 
he wed a German girl. As a result of con- 
conte he made while pursuing his studies, 

went to Canada in 1901, after less 

than @ year in Germany, and entered the 
College of Montreal.

the councils of the Liberal Party and had 
developed an interest in economic and so- 
cial reform. He also took out naturalization 
papers about this time. For four years he 
investigated wages and working conditions 
on the continent. Rowntree had the results 
published under the title, “Land and Labor 
Lessons From Belgium.” It was during his

investigations for Rowntree, according to Lin- 
coln, that he met a wealthy and dis- 
tinguished Scotsman who favored an alli- 
ance between England and Germany in- 
stead of the entente which King Edward and 
his advisers were seeking with France and 
Russia. According to Lincoln’s book, ‘Reve- 
lations of an International Spy,” Lincoln 
traveled from one capital of Europe to an- 
other with much money to spend, most of 
which went, by the very nature of the spy- 
ing business, for women and champagne to 
entertain his dupes and victims. He col- 
lected many details, he claimed, of an En- 
glish-French-Russian plot to close Germany 
off from possible allies and then make war 
on her. Once, according to his book, when 
he met the mysterious “Mr. D.” in Hamburg 
to report to him some especially important 
news, Mr. D. said, “Lincoln, your intelli- 
gence is ominous, portending a catastrophe 
for the world.” 

It was in the summer of 1909 that Lincoln 
gave up his work for Rowntree and his side 
line, the espionage business, to run for Par- 
liament. First, he very wisely had his name 
changed to Ignatius Timotheus Trebitsch- 
Lincoln “to reduce the handicap against 
my own effectiveness attached to a foreign 
name.” This enabled him to satisfy the ears 
of provincial voters with the decidedly En- 
glish sounding I. T. T. Lincoln. There was 


a landslide for his party. He was elected. 


as Liberal member from Barlington, a seat 
that had been in the same family for three 
generations, and became the first native 
born Hungarian to sit in the House of Com- 
mons. He noted quite proudly in his book 
on spying that his maiden speech won him 
the “rare and coveted distinction of my cari- 
cature on the political page of Punch.” 
Newspapers commented on his volubility 
and drive. After he had been a member 
only a few months, the Government dis- 
solved Parliament and Lincoln, excusing 
himself on the ground that he lacked fi- 
nances for two campaigns in one year, 
turned to “my private business interests in 
Rumania and Galicia.” 


W hey the outbreak of war, Lincoln 
took a job as postal censor. He 
asserted that persecution directed 

at him because of his birth led him to betray 

the British. In his book on spying, he told 
in an unconvincing manner how he went to 

Holland, contacted German agents, and 

worked out an elaborate plan for trapping 

part of the British fleet. Before the ar- 
rangements were perfected, according to his 
book, British agents learned of the plot and 
he had to flee in the winter of 1915 to the 

United States. However, it was at this time 

that a $4500 bill of exchange, which he

forged on Rowntree, came due. In this 
country, he undertook propaganda for the 
Germans. Just before the book was pub- 


lished in 1915, the British Consul-General 


had Lincoln arrested in New York on a 
forgery warrant. It is Lincoln's claim that 
Scotland Yard men offered him his freedom 
in New York if he would suppress his book.

While he was still resisting deportation, he 
escaped in January, 1916, from a United 
States Marshal, but was captured a month 
later. Incidentally, he engineered his es- 
cape by asserting he could point out a nest 
of German spies. When he was recaptured, 
in a New York rooming house, he trium- 
phantly remarked to one of the five Fed- 
eral agents, ‘My, but you are excited. You 
are shaking so that you can hardly hold 
that gun." The agent was too old a hand, 
Lincoln was easy to deal with, and the day 
was too warm for the agent to shake. 

Lincoln greeted the police captain at the 
station with a wave of his manacled hands, 
bowed profountly and said, “I cannot say 
that this gives me great pleasure, but just 
the same I welcome you.” 

“That's all right, Lincoln,” the captain re- 
plied, adding the question, "Why have you 
been knocking ‘the police department in 
your various letters since you escaped?” 

“Now, my dear Captain,” retorted Lincoln, 
“I am surprised that you do not under- 
stand. It was solely for advertising pur- 
poses. Naturally, my charming fellow, I 
am seeking to spur the sale of my new book 
‘Revelations of an International Spy.’”’ 


a sort of Prisoner of Zenda whose 

very name caused his foes to quail. 
It was this delusion that led him to proclaim 
himself one of the cleverest of spies, to write 
letters to the newspapers, to give interviews 
and even interview himself when no report- 
ers came around. Despite his pleas that in- 
stead of being tried for forgery he would be 
tried and hanged for espionage, the United 
States allowed him to be extradited. 

He promptly made things easy for a Lon- 
don court by pleading guilty of forgery, but 
made the court endure a two-hour address 
full of his best histrionics which wound up 
with the statement: “I was driven on by 
ambition, lured by the deceptive prizes of 
life. Having lost nearly all my money |! 
did forge those documents.” The Crown 
made no mention of his glamorous tales of 
espionage and he was sentenced to three 
years for forgery alone. At the end of the 
term, his naturalization was revoked and he 
was deported to Germany. He next was 
reported to have offered his services to the 
deposed Kaiser Wilhelm and then to Arch- 
duke Joseph, the Hungarian pretender. In 
1920 he again got in the headlines, being 
one of the leaders under Kapp in the re- 
actionary movement to restore the militarist- 
royalist regime in Germany. The uprising 
failed and a reward was offered for capture 
of Lincoln. Ironically, Lincoln the Jew, 
warned Adolf Hitler, also one of Kapp’s 
men, in time for Hitler to avoid arrest. Lin- 
coln fled to Austria and was expelled in a 
few months after being acquitted on a 
charge of high treason. Lincoln then sailed 
for the United States, but the immigration of- 
ficials sent him back to Europe. 

Lincoln was forgotten for a year or so by 
the world at large and then, in 1924, he 
made headlines in Rome. There it was 
charged that he took the name of Otto 
Cheerzio and, under this name, exposed the 
murder of Deputy Matteoti and denounced

Bankruptcy Awaits an Indian Princess 


PALM BEACH, Florida. 
ULA BENTON EDMUND- 
SON CROKER, widow of 
Tammany’s famous Boss 
Richard Wellstead Crok- 
er who died in 1922, 
used to enjoy telling of 
her famous ancestry. On 
her father’s side, she 
said, she was descended 

P from a knight who 
helped William the Conqueror gain the 
throne of England at the Battle of Hastings 
in 1066; on her mother’s side, she said, she 
was descended from Chief Sequoyah who 
invented the Cherokee alphabet and “gave 
the first written Indian language to the 
world.” The warriors’ blood that flows in 
her veins has stood her in good stead for 
she has been in almost constant litigation 
since she and “the Boss” were married in 
New. York in 1914. Her talk now is con- 
cerned mostly with the 

complex tangle of law 

suits which: probably will 
take another two or three 
years to iron out. Her hus- 
band left a vast estate 
when he died, but little of 
it has reached her hands 
and Mrs. Croker now de- 
clares that after all these 
years of fighting she has 
no place to lay her head 
and no money to her name. 

She was radiant and smiling on that No- 
vember day in 1914 when she and “the 

Chief’’ of Tammany Hall were married. She 

was 23 years old and he was 73, a widow- 

The newspapers re- 

ferred to her as ‘the Indian Princess from 

Oklahoma.” They carried columns on the 

romance that had begun but a month be- 

fore the marriage ceremony. — She talked 
readily to reporters and they took down 
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every word. 

“It ig the dearest ambition of every In- 
dian girl to win a chief,” she coyly told 
one group of reporters, “and I have won 
the chief of men.” 

There was no doubt about it.

teens she first had attracted attention in the 
big New York suffrage parade of May 13, 
1913, when she rode on horseback attired 
in the dress of an Indian princess. Then she 
blossomed out as a writer, singer, ardent 
suffragist and a lecturer on the songs and 
language of her tribe. 

After the wedding she gave out a mimeo- 
graphed statement to the press. In em- 
phasizing her intense interest in Indian af- 
fairs she said, in part: ”. ..I have been 
inspired by the exaniple of Pocahontas, who 
did so much to make the English race un- 
derstand our people. Then there was Sac- 
cawagea, ‘the bird woman,’ who piloted the 
Lewis and Clark expedition. . . . I also find 
inspiration in Talabina, the Cherokee maid- 
en who helped Sam Houston to free Texas.” 

The four Croker children, knowing their 
father always won with his steam roller 
tactics, accepted their youthful stepmother 
amiably at first and even corresponded with 
her during the newly mar- 
ried couple's residence at 
the Croker estate here. It 
was not long, though, be- 
fore trouble began. The 
children decided that 
some attraction other than 
affection figured in the 
case. Just what passed 
between the father and 
the children on that sub- 
ject never was definitely 
made public, but in 1916 
the strife became open. The elder Croker 
withdrew the management of his estate 
from the hands of Richard Jr. and turned it 
over to*his wife. 

The father said he did that because Rich- 
ard was a loafer who wouldn't stay in one 
place long enough to attend to business. 
The son answered that it was done because 
he (Richard Jr.) refused to consent to the 
dissolution of a trust agreement affecting 
property left to the children by their mother. 
At any rate, hostilities proceeded with little 
attempt at cover. 

In the spring of 1920, the discordant trend 
of affairs was further marked when the 
children obtained a temporary injunction re- 
straining their father from disposing of any 
of his holdings here, which were repre- 


sented as worth $10,000,000, and endeavor- 
ing to have the courts appoint a committee 
to manage his affairs. This, they contended, 
was essential to their interests because their 
father was “completely under the domina- 
tion of his young wife,’ who, they asserted, 
was possessing herself of his property and 
was giving it away to her relatives in Okla- 
homa. 

Croker bitterly resented the intimation that 
he was being made the foil of a scheming 
wife and urged that he be given an insanity 
hearing. When the insanity case came to 
trial in 1920, Croker won a decisive triumph, 
the Circuit Court of Palm Beach County de- 
claring that he was mentally competent and 
that no evidence had been presented to jus- 
tify the allegation that his wife had exerted 
undue influence in gaining control of his 
property. The injunction restraining him 
from disposing of his property as he saw fit 
also was dissolved. 


ITH Croker’s death two years after 

\ \ this, suits to break the will, which 

left practically everything to the 
widow, were filed in Ireland, in New York 
and in Florida. The case at once took on a 
spectacular aspect that attracted interna- 
tional interest. Not only the wishes of 
Richard Croker concerning the disposition 
of his estate were at stake, but the reputa- 
tion of Mrs. Croker was threatened with a 
savage besmirching. There was a charge 
that she had bigamously married him and 
previously had lived a disreputable life. So, 
when the case was wound up about 18 
months later, it was a double victory for 
the widow and her late husband. The jury, 
out only an hour, found all charges unsub- 
stantiated and that Croker had made his 
will without any undue influence. 

But Bula Croker soon found that her court- 
room experience was just beginning. It was 
only a few months until the Croker children 
filed charges in Federal Court at Jackson- 
ville, Florida, that the estate in Palm Beach 
was deeded unlawfully to the widow. They 
claimed possession under Article X of the 
State Constitution declaring the estate com- 
prised the family’s homestead at the time of 
Croker’s death and that it came under the 
State Supreme Court’s decision that a mar- 
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Bula 
Croker 


ried man with living children cannot direct- 
ly or indirectly deed his homestead to his 
wife. The Croker children also obtained a 
lien in a New York court on lands that Mrs. 
Croker had sold or was about to sell. Cred- 
itors’ bills sprang up in court. Mrs. Croker 
soon found herself in the midst of a terribly 
complicated mess of suits. The value of 
most of the lands involved fell off. 

What land she did have a clear title to, 
she tried to realize on by subdividing and 
selling it in lots. In 1932 she campaigned 
for Roosevelt, was for a time county relief 
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chairman and even ran for Congress——quite 
unsuccessfully. But this did not take as 


much time as did the litigation. She filed 
suits against her lawyers, her agents, and 
her creditors. She defended herself in court- 
room tilts with auctioneers claiming fees, 
State governments seeking to collect taxes, 
and the Croker children still fighting inch by 
inch over the remainder of the estate. 

The end of the litigation is not yet in sight 
and only a few weeks ago she filed a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy.

AMITE, Louisiana. 
IFE was drab and dull 
for Georgia Sharkey 
out in the piney woods 
of St. Helena Parish. 
Willis Sharkey, her 
husband, did little to 
make it brighter. He 
never took her any place, though he 
went places himself. The little house 
on the Hillsdale road near Greensburg 
was road's end for her. There was one 
way out and she took it, though it led 
to a road’s end worse than the first. 
Another man was kind to her because 
she, older than he, had been kind to 
him when he was young. She called 
him her little boy then. Now he was a 
man and she called him “Big Boy.” He 
took her places, but she says there was 
“nothing between” them. Sure she liked 
him, but there was nothing like that. 
He would do anything for her though. 
So when she asked him to go to the 
drug store and buy a quarter's worth 
of poison, he did as he was asked. 
Willis Sharkey died that night. 

Roger Jenkins was the son of a 
neighbor down the Hillsdale road. 
Georgia Stevens was 15 years old 
when he was born. A new baby was 
an event in a neighborhood where 
events were few. The girl went often 
to the Jenkins’ home to hold the new 
baby in her arms. When Roger was 
old enough to play she played with 
him. Sometimes she wore a red rib- 
bon in her hair and that frightened the 
child. He cried and ran away from 
her until she took it off. She always 
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remembered that and when the evil 
days came she told about it. | 

It was about that time, when Georgia 
was 18, that she married Willis Shar- 
key and went to live with his parents 
for a while, but she was still near 
enough to go often to see her “little 
boy.” After she and her husband 
made a home for themselves on part 
of the Sharkey farm, it was the same. 
All the time that Georgia Sharkey was 
growing older, and becoming more un- 
happy as the years passed and her 
husband’s neglect increased, Roger 
Jenkins was growing up. At 20 he 
was full grown, taller and stronger 
than Willis Sharkey. It was then that 
Mrs. Sharkey began calling him “Big 
Boy.” 

They ‘went places together. When 
Mrs. Sharkey had an errand in town, 
and her husband wouldn't take her, 
she asked “Big Boy” to take her and 
he never refused. And sometimes they 
went on excursions where no errand 
was involyed. If Sharkey knew about 
it he made no objection, partly be- 
cause, perhaps, he was going on ex- 
cursions himself. He did not require 
any special provocation to be mean to 
his wife, she says, because he was al- 
ways mean to her. It was when he 
threatened to kill her, she says, that 
she made up her mind that it was her 
life. or his, and decided to beat him to 
it. 

It was her husband's rheumatism 
that gave the woman her chance. He 
had been complaining about it and 
finally announced that he was going to 
Amite to see a doctor. Mrs. Sharkey 
asked him to take hor along and he 
grudgingly consented. Eloise Robinson,

Gaily dressed, with hair marcelled, she 
smiled as she explained that it was all 
a mistake and would soon be cleared 
up. Under the questioning of District 
Attorney Bolivar Kemp Jr. she wilted 
and after several hours confessed that 
she had poisoned her husband. She 
at first refused to tell how and where 
she obtained the poison, but finally 
said “Big Boy” Jenkins bought it for 
her, but the boy didn’t know, of 
course, what she was going to do with 
it. 

The district attorney had his own 
ideas about that. He had Jenkins 
brought in and under questioning je 
admitted that he not only bought the 
poison, but knew what was to be done 
with it.

What to do with the pair presented a 
problem.

It was dis- 
closed at the same time that Lincoln 
had been involved in a plot to sell to 
Czecho-Slovakia plans by German, 
Austrian and Hungarian reactionaries 
to conquer the new Czecho-Slovak Re- 
public. The plans were reported to be 
forgeries. 

Lincoln next hied himself to the 
Orient and it wasn't long before Brit- 
ish officials in China declared that he 
was one of the main figures behind the 
anti-foreign uprisings that took place 
that year. His part was ascribed to a 
desire for revenge on the British. 

Then in 1926 real tragedy entered 
Lincoln's life. He had a son, Ignatius 
Lincoln, who had fought on the British 
side throughout most of the war. He 

+ remained in the army, but became rath- 
er wild in his ways. One night, when 
he was drunk, he broke into a house 
with a companion and shot and killed 
a man. He was condemned to hang. 
When his appeal was denied, his fath- 
er, nearly penniless at the time, left 
China and began a race to England 
hop.ng to see his son before the execu- 
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ing that his father would be too late to 
see him, young Lincoln wept. But he 
walked onto the trap without visible 
emotion just as though he once more 
was going on parade. 

Again the elder Lincoln dropped out 
of sight. What little was heard about 
him was to the effect that he was in 
China making a good living by supply- 


ing any and all of the various warring 
factions. Next he was heard of in 
Afghanistan, acting as adviser to Ama- 
nullah during that ruler’s futile attempt 
in 1928-29 to put down a revolution. 

In October, 1932, he popped up in 
Berlin as a Buddhist monk and lectured 
to quite a few audiences on the value 
of turning away from the vanities of

in 
the world to a life of self-contempla- 
tion. Beginning his addresses with a 
Buddhist invocation pronounced with 
folded hands uplifted, he turned from 
denunciation of human desire to tell 
how he planned to establish a Buddhist 
monastery somewhere in Europe. A 
few days later a Dutch woman had 
him arrested in Cologne on a charge of 
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not paying a debt of $800. He took an 
oath of bankruptcy and the case was 
dropped. This rather. undignified inter- 
lude led Lincoln (or Chao Kung, as he 
now called himself) to depart for his 
monastery in China. 

All was quiet as far as Lincoln was 
concerned for the next two years and 
then he left China for Canada with a 
party of six pilgrims of the Buddhist 
order. He was allowed to land only 
after he had sworn loyalty to the King. 
After he had talked for several days of 
founding a monastery in British Colum- 
bia, Lincoln suddenly took passage 
with his three monks and three nuns 
for Liverpool, England, much to the re- 
lief of Canadian authorities. He was 
given permission to land there on the 
promise that he would stay only a cou- 
ple of days before continuing to the 
continent. When he landed, he was 
greeted by four detectives. They took 
him in a patrol wagon for questioning 
at headquarters. During the ride he 


treated them with studied insolence, re- 
marking: “You are mighty scared of 
me; look at you-—-four men against 
one!” At headquarters he brazenly 
asked for permission to change his 
plans and stay in England four months 
to conduct Buddhist missionary meet- 
ings. This request was most em- 
phatically denied and he was hustled 
back on the ship from which he had 
just landed to make the return trip to 
Canada and the Orient. 


PPARENTLY he was at last con- 
vinced that he was not wanted 
outside the Orient or else he 

became too occupied in his affairs, for 
he has remained there ever since. Lit- 
tle has been heard concerning his in- 
fluence with Kang Teh, the puppet rul- 
er of Manchoukuo, but it seems Lincoln 
is content to cast his lot with the Jap- 
anese as long as things continue to go 
well for Ignatius Trebitsch-Lincoln.
